The W eath er. 
S to c k to n , October 28tb.—The rainfall thus 
far this season has been as follows : Septem ­ 
ber 22J, .03 ; October 31, .01; October lo.h. 
,05; October 2G:h, .04 ; 
October 28th, 8 
o’clock A. M., .11. 
Total for the season to 
date, .27 of an inch. 
The first rain last year 
was on November 23d, when it rained .10 of 
an inch, and the following day .35 of an inch. 
The weather is now fine, with the wind from 
the west. 
S a n t a R o sa , October 28th.—I t rained hard 
dnring the night, and ceased only toward 
morning. 
The farmers can now plow. 
Tha 
morning has been rainless, hut cloudy, with 
little wind and sunshine, and the indications 
are for more rain. 
E o r e k a (Nev.), October 28Lh.—I t has been 
snowing throughout eastern Nevada a t inter­ 
vals since yesterday. 
H a n f o r d , October 28th.—Our first rain of 
consequence fell this morning before daylight, 
amounting to about a quarter of an inch. 
The snow is low down in the Sierra Nevada.

S h ooting Affray Near W atson ville. 
W a t so n v il l e, October 28th.—Last night, 
about 9 o’clock, the citizens of Pajaro, near 
the Pajaro depot of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, about a mile and a half from town, 
were startled by the report of a pistol shot. 
Immediately afterwards it was found that 
one “ Cherokee Bob ” had shot and probably 
fatally wounded a man named George Gust- 
rock. 
Robert Willock (alias Cherokee Boh) 
is a somewhat noted character in this sec­ 
tion. 
He has been around here many years. 
I t is said that he has killed several men dur­ 
ing his life. 
H e was implicated by the con­ 
fession of Clark, who was hanged for murder 
in the northern part of the State several 
years ago. 
I t is supposed that he belonged 
to the gang of which Clark, “ Bad J a c k ” 
and others were leading spirits, when robbers. 
Boh is regarded as a quiet men. 
H e works 
hard, having been for some time employed in 
the redwoods a few miles from W ats'nville. 
H e has spent a large portion of his lire in 
hunting, and is an excellent shot with a rifle 
or pistol. 
Cherokee blood runs in his veins, 
but his father was an excellent and much re­ 
spected man. 
The shooting took place in the hon3e of 
Jam es Woods. 
Woods seems to have been 
the only person present besides the partici­ 
pants. 
He says : “ I came home last night 
about 8 o’clock, and found Gastrock at my 
house. 
Shortly after Cherokee Bob came. 
Both of them were drunk. 
They began talk­ 
ing about pistols and knives, and about pack­ 
ing them, and what they could do with them, 
Gastrock said nobody but a ------------ . —— 
would pack such a thing as that. 
A t that 
both fired, but I did not see the pistols. Gas­ 
trock then ran.” 
W . D. Rogers testified that he was called 
to attend the wounded man. 
He was suffer­ 
ing from a gunshot wnuud in the neck. 
The 
bullet entered one inch below the ear, passed 
through the mnscles of the neck and came 
ont six inches from where it entered, in the 
back of the neck. 
Such a wound is very 
liable to be fatal. 
In my opinion it touched 
the spinal column. 
In answer to a question 
by defendant, he said : I do not think the 
man can live. 
The weapon with which the shooting was 
done is a Smith A Wesson U. S. A. pistol, 
eight-inch barrel, and carries a very large 
balL 
Your reporter visited the wounded 
man to-day, and found him in great pain. 
The ugly wound in his neck had bled a great 
deal, and it beiog impossible to change his 
shirt and some of the bed clothes, a sickening 
sight presented itself. 
His statem ent is as 
follows : We were talking about a man in 
Pajaro. 
Bob said he would put his light out 
if he called him a --------------------again. 
I 
told him 
it 
was 
foolish to talk. 
In 
th at way a quarrel was started, and hearing 
a pistol click, I looked around, saw the 
weapon aimed at me. 
I ducked my head one 
aide, thereby getting the shot just below my 
ear. 
Never had any previous trouble with 
him. 
W e had been good friends. 
He had 
been showing me his ritie, a large bowie knife 
and the pistol. 
I am positive that the shot 
was not accidental. 
I ran for home, and fell 
on the steps of my house, just in reach of the 
door, and knocked and called for my wife to 
open it. 
The coat which he had on was hanging up 
in the room, and had a monstrous hole about 
four inches below the collar. 
The ball also 
took away a portion of the hat rim. 
The defendant had an examination to-day 
before Justice Ketcliam, and was bound over 
to the Superior Court of M onterey county. 
He will be taken to Salinas to-morrow. 
He 
says th at the shooting was accidental, and 
th at he had no ill feelings toward Gastrock.

S t o c k t o n , October 2Sth.—Tne inquest on 
the body of the drowned man fonnd floating 
in Stockton channel at the city front last 
evening has not yet been held.

ets. The blood from the right eye comes from 
a small cut between the edge of the lid and 
the eyebrow, made by some sharp instrument.

CLOUD 
OF 
VAPOR. 


A bout a m onth ago a rem arkable p h e­ 
nomenon was observed near th e village of 
S in Jose Papalvapam , Vera Cruz, Mexico. 
Two days after a violent thunder-storm and 
incessant raining, w hat seemed to be an 
immense cloud rising out of th e ground 
was observed. 
L ittle attention was paid 
to th e phenomenon, as m any of the peasants 
interpreted it tobetheem okeof largequanti- 
ties of wood th a t were burned into charcoal. 
An Indian, going to his maize field, situ ­ 
ated on a hill, discovered th a t the vapor 
issned out of his field. 
H is attem p t to ap­ 
proach the column was thw arted by the 
extrem e heat of the vapor. 
The extension 
of the colum n waa some th irty square 
yards, and the vapor issued a t intervals of 
five m inutes. 
The smoke was so dense 
th at the eye could not see the trees on 
th e other side 
of 
th e 
column. 
The 
maize 
field 
was 
completely 
burned, 
and as the vapor came out on other spots 
covered w ith trees, the leaves were burned 
and th e trunks became black. 
The vapor 
column proceeded in the direction from 
east to west, 
between the volcanoes of 
T uxtla and th a t of Orizaba. 
The phenom­ 
enon lasted nearly seven days, and is in­ 
terpreted as an underground fire comm uni­ 
cating w ith th e volcanoes of Orizaba and 
th a t of Tuxtla.

T he D avenport 
D isa ste r —A n other Ac­ 
cou n t o f th e Heart ren d in g Affair. 
New Y okk, October 28th.—The Herald. 
has this in its second edition exclusively : 
D avenport (la.), October 28th.—A terrible 
and most heartrending accident occurred in 
the Mississippi river near this city last night, 
which resulted in 


AWFUL LOSS OF LIFE. 
I t appears th at the steamer Gilchrist left 
this port about half-past 10 in apparently 
good trim and condition, hound for ail points 
np the river,loaded with a large and valuable 
cargo of miscellaneous freight, and currying 
in her cabins a full list of passengere. 
When 
the steamer had passed under the Govern­ 
m ent bridge spanning the Mississippi and 
connecting the cities of Davenport and Rock 
Island, the cana rods of the engine suddenly 
gave way, causing the ent’re machinery to 
become unmanageable and useless. The river 
just now is very high, owing to the extensive 
floods, and the current is consequently nnu- 
euaUy 
rapid, 
so 
that 
as tbe 
steamer 
no longer had her machinery to 
keep 
her bow up the stream the swiftly-running 
river carried the helpless vessel down stream 
at a rapid and appalling rate. 
Being so near 
the bridge the steam er was thrown w ith tre- 
'mendous and resistless force against one of 
the abutments. 
As the Gilchrist came in col­ 
lision with the enormous irais of stone she 
careened, causing the weights on the safety 
valve of the steam cheat to break from their 
fastenings and slide off. 
The valve no longer 
holding a check on the steam in the boilers, 
it poured out in huge volumes and enveloped 
the helpless crew and passengers, who were 
then endeavoring to save the life j>reservers 
in the main saloon, and scalded many of them 
in an awful manner. 
No sooner had the 
steamer rebounded from the shock of the col­ 
lision than she be.an sinking, in which condi­ 
tion she was carried past and below the city. 


THE SHRIEKS AND CRIES FOR HELP 
U ttered by the frenzied victims were distinct­ 
ly audible by large crowds of citizens who 
soon thronged the banks, but they could ex­ 
tend no assistance as the steamer was carried 
past their eyes by the turbulent river. 
A ll of 
the small boats and skiff, usually numerous 
on the river had been drawn ashore and laid 
away for the winter, to escape the floods 
which have prevailed all ah.ig the conise of 
the Mississippi river for nearly a fortnight, so 
there was no means of speec.ily leaching the 
pinking steamer, or the n en, women and chil­ 
dren who were struggling at th at moment 
in the current. 
But the people on the land 
did not stand supinely by while their feUows 
were perishing before their eyes, ior the other 
steamers 
th at 
happened 
to 
be 
lying 
at the hank immediately hastened into 
motion, 
thronged by eager helpers, and 
all hastened to the ecene of the disaster, 
in the hope of recovering at least some «.f 
those on hoard of the Gilchrist. 
As 1 write 
these hurried liues these steamers are actively 
at work searching for the survivors. 
I learn 
that there were on board twenty-three pas­ 
sengers, four of whom were females, and a 
crew of fifteen. 
Only eight persons have 
been saved so far, and of these some are very 
badly scalded. 
Three of the lady passeneers 
are known to have been killed or scalded to 
death. 
The city is in great excitement, and 
everything possible is being cone to relieve 
the unfortunates. 
There is but little hope 
that any more can be saved, 
The boat is said 
to have been in a bad condition, and was con­ 
sidered unsafe by many of the crew.

ago for horse-stealing. 
Coulter was impris­ 
oned for a m urder committed at Chama nine 
month i ago. 
The immediate cause of the 
lynching was the discovery of Coulter’s plan 
to kill the guard and escape. 
T h e P eoria F lrr. 
P e o r a (111.), October 28th.—The loss by 
yesterday’s fire is not below §430,000, and 
may exceed half a million.

land tow u of th e State th a t comes anyway 
near approxim ating it in population. 
The 
rapidity w ith which it íb being substan­ 
tially built up will soon place it in the 
front line for num bers of its inhabitants. 
The thinking m ind and observing eye will 
comprehend the situation and discover 
w hy 
this 
praise 
is 
just. 
There 
is 
enough 
first - class 
arable 
land 
in the vicinity of Red Bluff to more than 
support a greater trade I han a t present, 
and our people believe th a t when a city 
has agriculture for its corner-stone, it is as 
“ a city built upon a rock,” and no finan­ 
cial wind can cause it to trem ble. 
W hen 
the m any elegant business buildings erected 
during the year were being planned, the 
architects’ instructions were, 
“ use the 
most substantial m aterial,” as we have 
th at on which the world subsists—tbe 
fruits of the soil—to base our confidence of 
success upon. 
Y et there are many other 
interests th a t contribute 
to the rapid 
grow th of the capital tow n of Teham a 
county, prom ineut among which is the 
stock and wool trade, Red Bluff being the 
wool m art -of the north, and furnishing a 
quality th a t in th e E astern m arket is 
graded as “ No. 1 California wools.” 
The 
meal dealers can and do pay prices th at 
keep the flock-m asters in good cheer. 
A t 
present plans are being m atured for the 
erection of extensive woolen factories, and 
there is no cogent reason why the tim e 
should be far distant when R ed Bluff will 
be the “ Low ell” of California. 
As we leave “ The Bluffs ” on th e jour­ 
ney north, at first sight cur E astern friends 
(especially those from the Mississippi \ al­ 
ley) may not be favorably impressed with 
the topography of the country drained by 
th e U pper Sacram ento river, as to them it 
would not appear as susceptible of sustain­ 
ing a large agricultural population as they 
would w ant to see. 
B ut we can point 
them to advantages th a t will overcome 
their first impression and lead them to 
realize th a t they made no m istake, when 
searching for homes,, w hen they followed 
the sun to California. 
The northern part of Tehama and south­ 
ern part of Shasta counties have fine lands 
contiguous to the Sacram ento river and the 
many stream s th a t flow from the coast and 
Sierra N evada range. 
The intervening 
table and hill lands afford fine w inter and 
spring pasturage for stock, large flocks and 
herds of which w inter on these lands and 
are driven to m ountain ranges, in Siskiyou 
and Lassen counties. 
W hat is designated 
as second bottom land is adm irably adapted 
to viticulture, which promises to be a 
prom inent factor in ad vancing the already 
growing interest taken in these lands.

P o u l t r y . — Fanny Field gives this ad­ 
vice to a correspondent of th e Prairie 
Farm er who w ants to know the best varie­ 
ties for m arket purposes : “ I raise a good 
m any chickens for th e early spring m arket, 
and of all the breeds and crosses th a t I 
have tried for th a t purpose I unhesitatingly 
pronounce th e Plym outh R ock th e best. 
1 can get them to average seven pounds a 
pair a t three m onths, live weight, and th a t 
is good enough, 
I find a ready m arket, 
and a t the highest price, too, for all chicks 
of th a t age and w eight th a t I can raise. 
If you intend to m ake a business of raising 
chickens for th e spring m arket, I should 
advise you to let Cochins alone and use 
only pure bred Plym outh Rock cocks, b ut 
if you w ant to raise fowls for the fall aud 
w inter m arket, cross w ith the Brahmas or 
Cochins.” 
Fowls kept in confined space 
should have soft food a t least once a day, 
say first feed in the morning, and plenty 
of green food ; lettuce during the season is 
excellent, also cabbage ; the heads should 
be throw n whole to the fowls, not chopped, 
it will afford em ploym ent. 
M eat should 
also be supplied, else they may eat each 
others’ feathers. 
I t is a capital plan to run 
a skew er through a bullock's liver and pin 
it to the ground, in the center of the yard ; 
it enables the birds to peck off the m eat 
in m outhfuls, w ithout its being draw n all 
over the yard. 


Commissioner Ranm has thus replied to 
an Internal Revenue officer in M aryland, 
who said th at a druggist residing in his 
district was putting up bottles of whisky 
and w ater, aud adding to each pint bottle, 
w ith other ingredients, a grain of strych­

“ Such a compound is regarded by a most 
com petent druggist to be dangerous to life, 
and if dispensed by a regular druggist 
should be labeled ‘ poison,’ so as to protect 
unw ary persons against its too frequent 
use. 
U nder these circum stances it would, 
in m y opinion, be im proper to give the 
sanction of this office to the sale of this 
compound of m edicine.”

FLEECES.

To be perfect fleeces ought to have tw o 
good qualities. 
They m ust be fine and 
soft both. 
Also, they should be regular, 
having each staple of the same quality 
throughout. 
The sheep known as the M e­ 
rino and the Angora reach thÍ3 standards 
the m ost frequently, the fleeces of 
keeping fairly abreast of them j while ir­ 
regular fleeces are occurring constantly 
among the ordinary flocks of Spain and 
Portugal and Italy, in which there will be 
found an interm ixture of long coarse hair, 
of thick opaque hair, th a t m akes dealers 
luok shyly upon the wool, as not being 
“ true grow n.” 
These incrim inating hairs, 
are called “ kem ps,” aud “ kem p s” are 
liable to appear in any of th e fleeces of 
England and W ales when there have been 
inclement seasons, when tbe sheep have 
been exposed to the inclemencies, and th e ir 
food has been consequently too scanty and 
too fitfully obtained. 
For regularity, or 
evenness of staple, w ether wool ranks 
much higher th an ewe wool or any other. 
I t shows scarcely any difference in it, in 
its thickness close to the skin aud a t th e 
far point. 
To sim ulate softnes-' there has 
been a practice of sm earing sheep w ith ta r 
and butter amoBg foreign dealers, and th e 
compound very fairly im itates “ yolk,” o r 
the grease abounding in fleeces naturally, 
and found in excess in th e fleeces of th e 
Merino. 
In all fleeces this “ y o lk ” repre- 
s nts about 25 per cent, of weight. 
In th e 
M erino fleeces it represents nearly 50 por 
cent. 
A fter cleansing it is gone ; and it is 
of param ount im portance th at it should be 
gone. 
Floek-growers like it to be present, 
because, during th eir short ownership, it 
keeps the fleeces sound and lits no han-h- 
ness be detected. 
Fleece huyers get rid 
of it a t their quickest, because, after eight 
or nine weeks of packing, ferm entation, 
which they call “ sw eating,” ensues. 
T his 
sw eating makes the wool hard and b rittle ; 
in the inner part of the packs it evm gets 
warm, spontaneous combustión has again 
and again resulted, and wool factories have 
been leveled by it to the ground. 
W hen 
fiock-growers desire to consult the in terests 
of Hsece-buyers they will see th a t as m uch 
as possible of this yolk is removed. 
T he 
Spaniards try for this after shearing w h in 
they give th e fleeces a good wash. 
Saxon 
growers wash the sheep them selves before 
the scissors arc te t to work- 
Thev have 
tubs of warm w ater and soap lees, into 
which the anim als have th eir first dip ; 
then tubs of clean w ater are ready for 
extra purification. 
The English, as is fa­ 
miliar, wash before clipping abo, b u t they 
only use clean w ater, and they squeeze 
this out, when the sheep are rem oved 
from it, w ith the hand.—[A ll th e Year 
Round. - ■ ■

Western Agriculture—The Transportation 
Question — Machine and Man 
Power in Production. 


Forty years ago the Western Reserve, 
covering a part of the State of Ohio, con­ 
stituted the great WeBt of the United States. 
At that time the young men of the States 
farther east, who had an ambition to migrate 
to the West and become a part of that great 
far-off country, fixed their eyes and their 
aims on Ohio, and the Western Reserve was 
then broad enough to accommodate them alL 
The emigrants from the Eastern States were 
then content to settle in the western portions 
of New York and Pennsylvania, and seldom 
got further west than Ohio and Michigan. 
A few native-born and a few immigrants, 
who had had a few years’ life on the border 
of civilization, and had become innured to 
backwoods life, were restive under the 
pressure of settlements growing up about 
them in these then way-out west States, and 
were moving further west and settling along 
the eastern half of Illinois, and now and 
then some more venturous spirits had settled 
as far west as Iowa and Wisconsin ; but tie 
great West to the multitude had its boundary 
in Ohio. The great product in all the West 
was then corn, with potatoes and vegetables 
enough for home consumption. 
A cow 
aud a few pigs accompanied most of the pio 
neer families, but no general stock-raising on 
a large scale had been engaged in. At that 
time but very little of the products of the 
great West found their way east beyond the 
States in which they were raised. The idea 
of exporting wheat or corn from the western 
country to Europe had hardly been dreamed 
of. Tne demand for such products had 
hardly assumed noticeable proportions, and 
the conveniences of transportation were not 
in advance of the requirements of the coun­ 
try. No one then was far seeing enough to 
look forty years ahead and behold the reali­ 
ties of the "present. Ohio is now nearly the 
center of the country in population, and is 
away dow-n East when the agriculture of the 
country is taken into consideration. 
The agriculture of the West has now Rpread 
itself over the whole country, to the Pacific 
ocean, and compared to any other portion of 
the world, the products of Western agriculture 
are simply enormous. The w-heat crop of the 
western and southwestern Stages bordering 
on the Mississippi river, with their natural 
and inexpensive outlet to the sea, is 
nearly half that produced in the whole 
United States. The corn crop of these States 
Js more than half of the entire product of the 
country, and the cotton crop is considerably 
over one-third of the whole cotton produced. 
In 1870 Illinois, Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, 
Wisconsin, Kentucky, Tennessee, Arkansas, 
Louisiana and Mississippi produced of wheat 
131,790,181 bushels. This was 45 76 per cent, 
of the entire wheat raised in the whole coun­ 
try. The same States in 1880 produced 459,­ 
591,103, being 40.01 per cent, of the whole 
crop. In 1870 the corn crop of these States 
was 700,944,549 bushels, being 54.4 per cent, 
of the corn crop of the whole country of that 
year, while the corn crop of the same States 
for 1880 amounted to 1,754,449,435 bushels, 
and 00.47 per cent, of the crop of the whole 
United States. The same States in 1870 pro­ 
duced 3,011,996 bales of cotton, being 44 76 
per cent, of the cotton of the countrv. while 
the cotton produced by them for 18S0 was 
6,500,000 bales, and 37—0 per cent, of the en­ 
tire cotton produced. This shows an increase 
in these ten States in ten years, of wheat 54,­ 
885,202 bushels, of corn 047,024.155 bushels, 
and 1,073,929 bales of cotton. The per cent, of 
increase of wheat was 41 64 ; of corn, 150, 
and of cotton 79 04. With such a record of 
the increase of agriculture in the West for 
the past ten year3, we are prepared to wit­ 
ness a much larger iucreaee for the ten years 
to come ; first, because the States named 
above are not up to their maximum of pro 
duction, if they have reached to 50 per cent, 
of it; and sec md, because there never was 
a time when the population of the coun­ 
try was so rapidly increasing as at 
present. With the natural increase of 
the population and the influx of immigra­ 
tion, we may expect that an area of new 
country will be settled up aDd brought under 
cultivation equal or greater within the next 
ten years than has been settled and newly 
cultivated in any twenty years of the past. 
In 1870 the States above named had a popu­ 
lation of 11,508,421, and in 1880 the ptepula- 
tation had increased to 15,033,909, being an 
increase of 29.95 per cent.—equal to 17 97 
per cent, of the entire population of the 
whole country in the last-named year. 
From their location the States named are 
directly interested in the Mississippi route to 
the sea, and are able, as will be seen, to 
bring an important share of the influence of 
the country upon the opening up aud main­ 
taining the commercial importance of this 
great river. All the States bordering the 
tributaries of the Mississippi are to a greater 
or less extent interested in the same great 
question. Thus the entire country embraced 
in the Mississippi Valley is interested in this 
one point, and in due time its influence will 
be concentrated in favor of this great com­ 
mercial highway to the sea. Nor are the 
Pacific States and the intervening Territories 
disinterested in this question. Formerly our 
interest with the other side of the continent 
was concentrated almost exclusively in the 
Northern Atlantic seaboard States. Our 
commercial relations were direct with these 
States, and only indirectly did we have any 
interest in the States of the Mississippi Valley 
or the great West. Our agricultural inter­ 
ests seemed almost to antagonize the agri­ 
cultural interests of the West, inasmuch as 
our principal agricultural export (wheat) was 
in common with that of these States, and 
we had no common interest in a route to 
market. The building of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad is changing our relations with the 
great West and of the Atlantic slope very 
materially. We are now, like those States 
situated on the tributaries of the Mississippi, 
materially interested in the open and easy 
navigation of that river. We will not want 
the river to float our produce o d , but we will 
want to take advantage of the facilities the 
easy navigation to the Gulf will bring in the 
way of transportation from the Gulf across 
the Atlantic to Europe. From Ohio, then, 
to the Pacific Ocean the interests of the 
present and future whole people is and 
will be a unit in favor of the im­ 
provement of the navigation of the 
Father of Waters. Upon this subject the 
agriculture of the West, the entire West, is 
one. To carry the future agricultural products 
of this vast country to the Atlantic seaboard a 
hundred railroads will be needed where one 
is required now, and these roads would cover 
an area of country capable of producing a 
very large amount of products and sustaining 
a large population. 
By an estimate it is 
ascertained that a earing of only two cents 
per cwt. on the pre.-ent staple crops of the 
West to the Atlantic seaboard would yield 
to the producers: 
On wheat, aunnaliy............................................52,240,212 
On corn................................................................ 11,883,200 
On cotton.............................................. 
230,118 
Total saving annually......................................514,303,530 
If the annual saving on the present Btaples 
would be equal to this large sum at two eents 
on a cwt. exported, what would be that 
saving twenty years hence when the product 
shall be enhanced, as it will be. by a ratio of 
increase in the future as iu the past? 
Machine and Man Power in Production. 
The censas exhibits some carious and im­ 
portant facts, and none more interesting tban 
the increased production of wheat over the 
increase in population of the United States. 
In 1849 the entire wheat product of the coun­ 
try was 100,4S5,914 bushels, or 4.33 bushels 
per head of population, In 1859 the total 
product of the same cereal was 173,104,124 
bushels, equal to 5.5 bushels per head of pop­ 
ulation. Iu 1869 the total product was 287,­ 
745,626 bushels, equal to 7.8 per head, while 
in 1879 the total product was 459,591,093 
bushels, giving 9 bushels per head. Now this 
increased product per head is not to be ac­ 
counted for on the supposition that a larger 
per cent, of population is going into agricult­ 
ural pursuits each year, because the census 
shows that the contrary is the fact. 
Nor 
can 
it 
be 
accounted 
for 
on 
the 
supposition 
that 
there 
is 
an increased production per acre, for the 
same census disproves this proposition, aud 
shows that the yield of wheat per acre over 
the whole country has neither increased nor 


diminished materially for the past forty 
years. We must seek an explanation of this 
mcreased ratio of producti -n over population 
in the fact of the rapid improvement 
in agricultural machinery and in its 
more general use. 
Machine and horse 
aad steam power is BupplaDting or supple­ 
menting man power, and rendering the exer- 
tioDS of man more remunerative—in other 
words, adding to the value and productive­ 
ness of man’s labor. Laborers are apt to 
think that the more machinery is used in 
prodnction the demand and compensation 
of labor will decrease, but the con­ 
trary is the fact. 
Wages have been 
steadily on the increase in this country 
for the past forty years, and have kept pace 
in that increase remarkably in proportion to 
the increased production rf labor. It will be 
seen that the product of wheat, per head of 
population in 1S79 was more tban fifty per 
cent, greater thau in 1849, or that the ratio 
of production per head was more than 
doubled in the last thirty years. If this were 
the case throughout the world there would 
not be much danger of a famine ; bnt we 
judge that the United Slates is almost, if not 
the only country, that can show so important 
an industrial fact in tkls connection. This 
fact is the more important taken in connec­ 
tion with eur rapid increase in population in 
anatHral way aDd by immigration. It would 
seem that in a country where the product of 
the staff of life is becoming so much more 
plentiful every year there ought_ not to be 
much complaint of hard times. We have not 
the fi zurea at band, but w» know it to be a 
fact that the figures will bear out, that the 
product of wheat per head of population is 
much greater in California than in any other 
State iu the Union or the world.

Sa l t L a k e, October 23, 1881. 
A person who has not lived in Salt Lake 
has no idea—nor can he obtain it ontside 
of Utah—of the peculiarities of the Mor­ 
mon religion. There is no doubt that the 
rank and file are firm believers in their 
faith, but no one ever charges the leaders 
of the church with taking the slightest 
stock in it. Men of sufficient intelligence 
to successfully handle the complicated ma 
chinery of the church and make millions 
out of its workings, would be the last men 
to believe that their robberies and aggres 
sions came from the hand of divine revela­ 
tion. 
THE TITHING SYSTEM 


Hon. Adin Thayer, of Worcester, Mass., 
made a speech before the Massachusetts 
Club, of Boston, in defense of the caucus 
system, declaring it to be indispensable 
and the safeguard of the Republic. 
The Providence Journal regards it as a 
remarkable illustration of the equality of 
the States that each selected as its candi­ 
date for Presidency of the Senate one of 
the Senators from the two smallest States 
in the Union. 
The Denver (Col.) News says that a 
Methodist Episcopal preacher in Pueblo, 
Col., adopted the original expedient, a few 
Sundays ago, of having tbe choir sing the 
morning hymn from the steps in front of 
the church to attract a congregation. 
Land in certain parts of France appears 
to be lying idle for want of hands to culti­ 
vate it. The price of manual labor in the 
Cote d’Or has become so great that farm 
lands, and in some cases even vineyards, 
are for the time neglected altogether. 
Higher pay is to be had iu towns in pur­ 
suits that are not so laborious as work in 
the vineyards, which requires laborers to 
be at their posts early and late. 
The Lansing (Mich.) Republican of Sat­ 
urday says : “ Governor Jerome has set­ 
tled the Relief Committee wrangle by 
appointing a State committee, with ex­ 
Senator Henry P. Baldwin, of Detroit, as 
its Chairman. This will restore confi­ 
dence, and benevolent people should no 
longer withhold contributions because of 
^any uncertainty that the funds or supplies 
will not be judiciously applied.” 
An exploring expedition on the coast’of 
Peru, made by the officers of the Chilean 
steamer Angamos, has discovered new 
guano deposits. One of these is on the 
Tortugas Islands, and is computed to con­ 
tain 60,000 tons of guano ; and the other 
in Feriol Bay, to the south of Chimbóte, is 
Baid to possess 40,000. The guano is con­ 
sidered of first-class quality, easily acces­ 
sible for shipment, and the estimated value 
is §6,000,000. 
The old burial-ground which adjoins the 
tabernacle in Tottenham-court road, L m- 
don. where George Whitefield used to 
preach, is about to be converted into a 
place of recreation for the people of the 
overcrowded neighborhood. It is thought 
to be especially fitting that a place, this 
associated with him, should be set apart as 
a 8pot where fresh air can be obtained by 
the class among whom the influence of the 
great apostle of Methodism was greatest. 
The commune of Elm, recently so nearly 
destroyed by a landslip, was one of the 
earliest in Switzerland to embrace Protest­ 
antism in the days of Luther. Of the Elmer 
family, twenty-six of whom are believed 
to have perished in the disaster, it is said 
that they have a pedigree which dates from 
the thirteenth century. An estimate has 
been made of tbe contents of the slip which 
shows that it contains stone enough to 
build two cities as large as Zurich, and the 
popula" ion of Zurich is 76,000. 
By a recent census, the population of 
Prussia is set down as 27,278,395 souls, of 
whom 1,122,440 live in Berlin. Eastern 
Prussia has 1,933,936; Western Prussia, 
1,405,S9S ; Bradenbnrg, 3.39S.091 ; Pom­ 
erania, 1,540,034; Posen, 1,703.397; Si­ 
lesia, 4,007,473 ; Saxe, 2,313,007; Sles- 
wick-Holstein, 1,127,149 ; Hanover, 2,120,- 
1C3J; 
Westpha'ia, 
2,043,242; 
Hesse- 
Nassau, 1,554,376 ; Rhine Prussia, 4,074,­ 
100, and Hohenzollern, 67,534. Among 
the Governmental districts Munster has 
470,544; Wiesbaden, 731,425; Coblentz, 
604,052; Dusseldorf, 1,591,360: Cologne, 
703,937; and Aix-la-Chapelle, 525,697. 


Is the key-note of the situation. Every 
saint must pay his tithes every' month, 
either in cash or the produce of the coun­ 
try. For instance on the railroad line, 
when the hands are paid off, the tithe col­ 
lector gets his turn at the cash before tbe 
men. All the year round one-tenth of all 
that is raised by the Mormons goes into 
the “ Tithing-house ” at Salt Lake. From 
this institution the leaders of the church 
draw their provisions, and delivery wagons 
plainly marked “ Tithing-house Delivery” 
are on the go all the while, carrying pro­ 
visions to the houses of those who are so 
fortunate as to hold office in the church.- 
What becomes of this tithing fund no one 
knows, or how much it amounts to no one 
knows, outside the men who handle it. In 
early days Brigham Young had the entire 
disposal of the fund, and made out of the 
church about a million dollars a year. 
When the saints were inquisitive enough at 
one of the semi-annual Conferences to ask 
where the fund went to, he rose in the 
pulpit and replied : “ You fellows ask me 
where the tithing fund gees to. It’s none 
of your darn business where it goes; I know 
where it goes and the Lord knows where 
it goes. Now Í3n’t that about enough ?” 
It is pretty well understood that some of 
the money is used, or at least has been used, 
to advantage in Congress. One Sunday at 
the Tabernacle, Brigham, who was not in a 
happy mood, spoke as follows : “ I am the 
lion of the Lord, and it’s my time to roar. 
What do I care for a lot of darned Con­ 
gressmen ? or what do I care for the Gov­ 
ernment ! I can buy up all Congress with 
my millions. I hold it in tbe hollow of my 
hand.” After Young’s death, the Apostles 
and the Elders and the Seventies supplant­ 
ed the Young regime with a system by 
which all of the. leading officers could have 
a hand in dividing the spoils, and under 
this John Taylor, the present Seer and 
Ilevelator of the saiuts, cannot swing the 
church sack as easily as his predecessor did. 
He makes about §1,000 a month, according 
to the general estimate, and the other 
Apostles, Elders, etc., have their share. 
THE TEMPLE FUND 
Is separate from the tithing fund, and a 
separate and distinct steal. There are 
three temples under construction. The 
big temple at Salt Lake has been twenty- 
nine years in process of construction, aud 
is not half finished. It is an imposing 
structure, built entirely of granite. It8 
foundations are immense piers of masonry, 
and its walls thick and substantial. Re­ 
garding the cost of the structure and its 
architectural beauties many exaggerated 
statements have been made. It is a plain 
affair, and imposing only by reason of its 
size. Its prospective cost lias been esti­ 
mated by roving newspaper correspondents 
all the way from five to fifteen millions of 
dollars. The facts of the case are that 
there are contractors 
in this city 
who would take the job of completing 
the Temple for §250,000, and do it in 
twelve working months. Under the pres­ 
ent system the work is done as a matter of 
religious duty by men who come in from 
all parts of the Tertitory once a year and 
put in two or three weeks’ time for their 
board. Each good Latter-Day Saint is ex­ 
pected to contribute 50 eents a month for 
the Temple, and the casn so collected is 
handled by John Taj lor and the Twelve 
Apostles as “ Trustees in trust.” When 
this matter is fully understood the policy 
of delay can be more fully appreciated. 
The Locan Temple, a new affair, has drawn 
nearly §400,000 from the Saints, and the 
Manti Temple, also a recent structure, 
about §250,000. 1 have seen neither of the 
two last-named structures, but learn that 
each is about half built. 
TIIE MISSIONARY SYSTEM. 
Kach year missionaries are sent abroad to 
preach the gospel of the saints to the 
world. The new converts are recruited 
from Norway, Sweden, Scandinavia and 
England. Many used to come from Ger­ 
many, until Bismarck expelled the Mormon 
preachers from the country. These mis­ 
sionaries are necessary to keep Mormonism 
from dying out like a fire for lack of fuel. 
Thousands of converts are made every 
year, and when they come to the Territory 
they work in the fields, and by helping to 
develop the country add to the already 
bursting exchequer of the church. The 
missionaries make converts by rep­ 
resenting a land where all may live 
on an equality and thrive off the 
products of a rich country. 
There 
is no hint of polygamous marriage or tithe- 
paying. President John Taylor was once 
a Mormon missionary and preached in 
France. General Agramonte of this city 
heard his discourse, and not long ago the 
General, who is at present a resident of 
this city, meeting Taylor, spoke of having 
heard him preach in France, and added : 
“ Mr. Taylor, you said that there was no 
polygamy in the Mormon Church, and that 
the charge was a lie gotten up by enemies 
of the Church to hurt its influ­ 
ence. 
At that time you had five 
wives. How do you explain that ?” Tay­ 
lor replied : “ General, you are an old sol­ 
dier, and when a soldier did you not obey 
orders ? I was under orders then, and I 
obeyed them.” Implicit obedience to the 
directions of the heads of the Church is 
one of the features of the Mormon faith. 
It is a common thing for Mormons in active 
business to be sent away on a mission, and 
when they return they find their 
property 
in 
the 
hands 
of 
the 
Church. Brigham Y'oung accumulated 
a great amount of money in this way, and 
the Saints so victimized submitted without 
a murmur. The Townsend House, at one 
time a leading hotel, fell into Brigham’s 
hinds in this manner. He sent Townsend, 
the owner, on a mission to Europe, and 
agreed to buy his hotel. He paid for it in 
real estate to which he had no title, and 
Townsend did not discover that he was 
really dispossessed of everything until 
his return. 
Instances of this kind 
could be quoted 
by the hundreds. 
The most recent outrage was at Malad. 
Two men in business there were sent off on 
a mission, and a Bishop of the chnrch was 
sent down to take charge of their store 
during their absence, which was likely to 
range from two to five years. They refused 
to go unless they could dispose of their 
business ai they saw fit. The church was 
firm, and finally the store owners told the 
church it could go to the devil, as such a 
robbery would not be tolerated. They are 
now cited before the Council, to be tried 
for obduracy. These trials are terrible 
things for a Latter-day Siint to meet, and 
few have the courage to face them. 
WILL MORMONISM DIE OUT? 
It is a common idea among people ont- 
side of the Territory that Mormonism is 
on its last legs. This is an erroneous view 
of the situation. Mormonism is losing 
much of its influence as a creed, but is nev­ 


ertheless growing numerically. Ten years 
ago the Gentiles were pretty certain that 
in five years the Mormons would leave Salt 
Lake, bat they are still here and show no 
signs whatever of migrating. The theory 
that the offspring of polygamous marriages 
results in a degeneration of stock is also 
erroneous. The mothers of tbe children 
are, as a rule, ignorant, superstitious, and 
degraded women, imported to work in the 
fields for their husbands. The fathers are 
generally Americans, at least by natural­ 
ization, or have lived long enough in the 
country to acquire tbe habitB and charas- 
teristics of Americans. 
As far as my ob­ 
servation goes, the children are bright and 
healthy, much better in fact than the 
average of the parents, and compare favor­ 
ably with the children of monogamic 
parents raised alongside of them. This 
progression of species tells strongly 
against the church. 
The parents ad­ 
here closely to their religion, bnt the 
children on growing up break away from 
it. The church is thus compelled to keep 
up its numbers by direct importation from 
abroad. As long as thi3 can be kept up 
Mormonism will not die out. They now 
claim 200,000 souls in the Territory, but it 
is charged that their statistics are false. 
There is at present in the Territory a Gov­ 
ernment agent endeavoring to get at truth­ 
ful statistics, but his work progresses 
slowly, as the heads of the church 
have issued 
orders to tbe people 
not to furnish him with information. 
Tne Mormons do not fear the general Gov­ 
ernment, and laugh at the idea of Congress 
being able to pass any act which they can 
not circumvent. Their leaders tell them 
that the Government does not dare to lay 
a finger on them, and they believe it. The 
gist of the matter is that Mormon money 
has found its way into Congress, and the 
Mormons brag that their money is of more 
influence than all the talk and feeling 
against them.

HOUSEHOLD RECEIPTS. 


G r a p e J el l y. — Place the grapes in a 
jar, the jar in a kettle of hot water, let 
them boil until they are all crushed, strain 
through a stout cloth, and add one poun 
of white sugar to every pound of juice. 
Boil the juice just twenty minutes ; have 
the sugar in the oven heating; stir the 
juice often to keep from burning, and when 
it has boiled the proper time, add the hot 
sugar and boil up once. Have your glasses 
rolled in hot water, pour in the scalding 
liquor, and when cold seal with paper, 
tying a etout paper over the tops of the 
glasses. 
S q u a sh C a k e s.—Boil the squash thor 
oughly m salted water, and with masher, 
after the equash is strained, make as 
smooth as possible ; half a pint of 3ifted 
flour, a pint of milk and two eggs, four 
tablespooniuls of white sugar, and a tea- 
spoontul of salt; mix these all together, 
haring first beaten up the eggs ; add to 
this last two cupfuls of the equash; if not 
thick enough add a little more squash, and 
beat it all up until it is smooth ; half a 
teaspoonful of cream of tarter makes it 
lighter, but if the mixture is well fried, in 
small, thin cakes, it is light enough as it is. 
Eat with powdered sugar. 
A B a t t e r.—A brother by my side in­ 
sists that the heading of this has a wrong 
significance, but if you only knew what 
rows I have had over things fried in batter, 
until I learned of an Italian lady that a 
little sweet-oil in a batter assuages all culi­ 
nary difficulties, you would forgive this 
expression. 
Take two eggs, yolks and 
whites, and beat them up light; stir them 
into half a pint of milk, and just half of 
your pint of flour which you are going to 
use ; when that is smooth add the other 
half-pint of flour, one teasponful of salt, 
and last, mind, one tablespoonful of sweet- 
oil ; it will come, with a little working, 
nice and smooth. You can eat it alone, 
when properly fried, with sugar and lemon- 
juice, but on apples or peaches and bananas 
it is excellent.—[Cor. New York Times. 
C h ic k e n C ro q u ettes.- To one chicken 
and one pound of veal (cold) chopped very 
fine, almost to a paste, add one-half a 
chopped onion, one tableapoonful parsley 
(chopped), one saltspoonful mace, and one 
egg; take the same quantity of stale 
bread crumbs as there is of chopped m eat; 
if you have any gravy or stock, heat and 
gradually stir in bread crumbs until the 
bread absorbs all the gravy ; add that to 
the meat. The mixture must be quite 
smooth aud thin ; if not thin enough add 
a little cream or milk ; it whitens the cro­ 
quettes ; roll the croquettes egg-shaped or 
cone-shaped in an egg beaten with a table­ 
spoonful of milk, then in bread crumbs 
dried in tbe oven ; fry in boiling grease in 
a deep pan ; when done put on brown 
paper to absorb the grease. 
P otato P u ffs —The following lecipe for 
potato puffs is said to be excellent : Boil 
the potatoes in salted water, then drain 
and dry them a few minutes and mash 
them perfectly smooth. To a pint of 
mashed potatoes put two tablespoonfuls of 
melted butter and beat with a fork until 
the whole is light and creamy. Add the 
yolks of two eggs, a cupful of rich milk 
and lastly the whites 
of the two 
eggs beaten to a froth. 
Beat each 
ingredient 
in 
before 
adding 
the 
next. 
Put in a little salt if needed 
and pour tbe whole mixture into a 
buttered baking-dish. Bake in a quick 
oven until the surface is nicely browned. 
The success of this dish depends on the 
faithfulness with which it is beaten. 
D utc h C u c u m b er s.—Take a big stone 
jar that will hold at least four gallons, or 
use a good keg without a head ; select cu­ 
cumbers about six to eight inches long ; 
wash and wipe them carefully ; take three 
gallons of water and add to it two pounds 
of coarse salt ; boil salt and water together 
and skim ; replace the water which may 
have evaporated ; lay cucumbers in the 
bottom of your vessel, and then one whole 
small African red pepper, a layer of grape­ 
vine leaves and a bunch of dill seed in the 
stalk ; go on this way until you fill you’ 
jar or barrel, topping it with plenty of 
cabbage leaves ; on the very top put a good 
big stone ; then fill up with your salt and 
water and let it stand. Quiet fermentation 
takes place, and in about two or three 
weeks your cucumbers are done, and ought 
then to be transparent like amber, with a 
grateful subacid flavor, This is the method 
of preparing cucumbers in Holland and 
Russia. 
P ic k l e d C uc u m b er s.— If you grow your 
own cucumbers, there is no trouble about 
having tine gherkins. Every day when 
they are of the right size—not more 
than two or three inches long—pick them 
and put them in stone jars or buckets. 
Put in a layer of dairy salt, then cucum­ 
bers, until your vessel is full ; then pour 
water in it—enough to fill it—placing a 
board with a weight on top. Water must 
bo strong enough with salt to float an 
egg. Whenever you have as m aD y cu­ 
cumbers as you want, remove them from 
the brine. Pick over the cucumbers, 
as some may be soft and wilted.' Put your 
salted pickles in a tub of cold water twen­ 
ty-four hours; then, at the end of that 
time, repeat the soaking or freshening 
process. Have a kettle—-net iron nor cop­ 
per, but enamel—and take grape leaves or 
cabbage leaves, and line the vessel with 
them. 
Put 
a 
layer of 
pickles, 
cover with vine leaves, and use very 
little powdered alum, not more than a tea- 
spoontul of powdered alum for a whole 
gallon of pickles ; as you build up the 
layers of cucumbers and grape leaves, add 
the alum ; add cold, clear water, and al­ 
low it to steam slowly, hardly simmer, for 
four hours. This ought to give a green 
color to the cucumbers ; wash them in cold 
water; to one gallon of vinegar add a ta­ 
blespoonful of C sugar, a tablespoonful of 
whole black pepper, ten cloves, about 
the same of allspice, and a half-dozen 
blades of mace; boil the vinegar ; then, 
having placed your cucumbers in stone jars, 
pour on the boiling hot vinegar, and cover 
as tight as you can. This reboiling of the 
vinegar must be carried on at least three 
times, and the pickles recovered as often. 
In two weeks they can be used. This is 
about tbe best of the manufacturing re­ 
ceipts.

The A rt Amateur for October (New 
York) is a choice number, with a number 
of art supplement sheets, and a great va­ 
riety of articles on ceramics, needle-work, 
art galleries, embroidery, art collections, 
decorative art, etc. It is one of the few 
art works which ia a pleasure to the gen­ 
eral reader and an aid to amateurs. 
It is not wise to buy Chinese white in 
tubes. As we have often explained to cor­ 
respondents, it may be kept moist in bot­ 
tles, if a few drops of clean water are 
added each time any of the white is taken 
out. When the white rubs off your work 
it is a sign that there is a deficiency of mu­ 
cilage, which is easily remedied by the use 
of a little gam arabic. 
As to the relative hight of the human 
form and the artistic standard relating 
thereto, some of the great artists have 
drawn their figures as low as seveD times 
the length of the head ; others as high as 
eight and a half, and occasionally even 
more. For the heroic the hight cannot be 
less than eight. The Apollo Belvedere is 
eight heads and a half high. Rubens 
sometimes drew his figures eight heads 
high, but generally only seven, which no 
doubt accounts for the heavy appearance 
that often characterizes them. Mr. Ward’s 
Shakespeare, in the Central Park, New 
York, is said hardly to exceed six heads in 
hight; but we can hardly recommend that 
piece of sculpture as a model for students. 
A Woman’s Institute of Technical De­ 
sign has been organized in New 5 urk un­ 
der favorable auspices, and, there is reason 
to believe, will soon be in active operation. 
It is proposed to teach young women car­ 
pet, wall-paper, oil-cloth, lace, and other 
industrial art designing, and to find em­ 
ployment for students as soon as they be­ 
come competent. 
There is, doubtless, 
plenty of work for all who will qualify for 
it. Indeed we have the assurance that 
prominent wall-paper and carpet manu­ 
facturers in that city are to be actively in­ 
terested in the success of the enterprise. 
Mrs. Florence E Cory, a practical carpet 
designer, and favorably known to the car­ 
pet trade, is at the head of the movement. 
For raising portions of the surface of 
church embroidery so as to give depth of 
relief, carboard cut to tl.e required shape 
is sometimes used where only a uniform 
and only slightly raised flat and narrow 
surface is desired. In medi.uval needle­ 
work parchment is said to have been em­ 
ployed for this purpose. The legitimate 
way of producing the effect, however, is by 
laying lines of whipcord side by side, tack­ 
ing them down to the linen ground, and 
lajingthe gold passing or silk transversely 
over the surface thus formed, lliising of 
varying elevation, such as would throw 
a leaf or flower into slightly rounded relief, 
is sometimes effected in modern practice by 
means of a little cotton wool ; but this is 
not recommended, for cotton wool tends to 
discolor the gold passing, and the ends of 
the wool sometimes work through with the 
silk stitches used in tacking. A better 
way of producing the same result, al­ 
though more troublesome, is by the use of 
little patches of linen, so varied in size 
and packed one on another as to produce 
the required relief. 
In the ordinary small album the places 
for portraits are so cut as to offer little 
scope for ingenuity. A separate frame or 
border may be painted around each, and 
this, if well done, produces a beautiful 
effect, although of course it does not im­ 
prove the arrangement. In an album deco­ 
rated in this way, some pages were given 
the appearance of gold frames, and were 
very elaborate; others were painted to 
look like rough wood. Some had a wreath 
of roses, convolvuli, and white lilies cn 
green leaves, and others a bow of ribbon at 
the top and bottom, the ends forming the 
sides. In the large square albums photo­ 
graphs can be freely grouped according to 
taste, without regard to regularity. A large 
photograph may perhaps occupy the great­ 
er part of a page, leaving little roem for a 
border, or one which must necessarily be 
small and narrow. For this a twisted rib­ 
bon may be managed, or a plait of different 
colored ribbons, or a plain gold border 
edged with color. A number of portraits, 
some overlapping the others, and apparent­ 
ly thrown down in confusion, but in fact 
arranged with great care, has ta very good 
effect. 
Every lady, in driving about town for a 
morning of shopping, knows the incon­ 
venience of little parcels that refuse to stay 
together on the carriage seat. A useful 
novelty, just introduced, is a carriage 
purse fitted with large ivory rings and 
lined with colored silk. One of these, in 
myrtle green velvet, was embroidered with 
sprays of jasmine and lined with pale yel­ 
low surah. Another, in black satin, was 
powdered with tiny embroidered peacock 
feathers, and lined with peacock blue 
satin. Still - another, in dark blue plush, 
was lined with cardinal satin and trimmed 
with tassels of cardinal silk. A purse of 
this kind may always be transferred to the 
arm of a drawing-room chair, aud used to 
hold materials for embroidery. 
If 
economy is to be consulted, navy blue 
cashmere and dark red lining silk and 
tassels may be prettily combined, a mono­ 
gram in red embroidered on one end. Or­ 
dinary curtain rings of wood or brass might 
serve to hold the purse together. Another 
pretty piece of work is a card-case of 
plush, embroidered with Japanese gold 
(irhich does not tarnish) in a Japanese de­ 
sign of flying storks and clouds. A blotter 
was made of velvet embroidered with 
Japanese gold, and lined with watered silk. 
A photograph frame worked in this way 
with gold on velvet is very effective, if it 
is properly mounted by a professional 
hand. In all this embroidery of gold 
thread, wherever there are solid masses, it 
is better to do them separately, than trans­ 
fer them to the plush. The long pile hides 
the transfer stitches, and lines, dots or ar­ 
rowheads can be added afterward. 
An inexpensive table cover, and one 
ea8ile made, is a square of dark-red billiard 
cloth or diagonal ser^e. Around the edge 
form a border of ivy-leavcs out from scraps 
of green velvet, serge and cloth, applique 
and veined with a lighter shade of the 
silk. Work the stalks and vine in brown 
filoselle iu feather (crewel) stitch. By tak­ 
ing a pattern in paper from a natural ivy 
leaf, aud afterward cutting it from the ma­ 
terial, any amateur can make a pretty de­ 
sign for herself. The valance for a mantel- 
board can be made of resedas sateen in­ 
serted between two bands of olive serge or 
cloth. Work upon the sateen a continuous 
pattern of small sunflowers, which are as 
much in vogue as ever. For this, cut circles 
of golden-brown plash for the centers of 
the sunflowers, aDd work over them a sort 
of lattice-work of yellow silk threads, in 
long loose stitches, caught at the intersec­ 
tion. Add petals of yellow flannel or cloth, 
worked down with silk of the same shade 
in long stitches. Work a vine to connect 
the sunflowers in double brown crewel 
mingled with brown filoselle. Make foliage 
by cutting out the leaves from green serge 
and cloth in different shades, and grouping 
them, by the eye, along the vine. A drop 
of gum-tragacanth on the reverse side will 
secure these applique patterns in place un­ 
til you are prepared to work them. If you 
like, a couching of green-brown crewel, 
caught down with green silk, makes a good 
finish for the leaves, but an irregular but­ 
tonhole stitch, with veinings in silk, will 
suffice. —[Constance Gary Harrison in the 
Art Amateur. 
Scarcely anything seems sa easy as to de­ 
sign a monogram, yet we see very few suc­ 
cessful ones, the most of them being a mass 
of mixed-np letters and ornament of which 
we can find neither the beginning nor the 
end. There is a law regulating the design­ 
ing of everything, and it is this law which 
the true designer keeps in mind and applies 
to Ilia work ; the effects of obedience to 
this law and its violation are seen as clearly 
in the design for a monogram as in the de­ 
sign tor a cathedral. First, there should 
be harmony of composition—that is, the 
letters should so emphasize, subdue, or 
control each other that the composition 
should impress us as compact, appropriate, 
and, being so, beautiful. Second, there 
should he no unnecessary ornamentation ; 
there should be a quiet and peace about 


the design which will always please the 
truly artistic. Looking at some designs, 
we get the impression that ornament was 
so plentiful that the designer saw no other 
means of consumption than that of bury­ 
ing his designs in it, for we see that 
there is a mass of curveB, angles, shades 
and leaves, but nothing ebe. Tnird, sim­ 
plicity of lettering is an important requi­ 
site, as there should be no possibility of 
mistaking an E for a G or C, and the 
boundaries or outlines of the letters should 
be well defined. Fourth, the order of 
sequence of the letters should be carefully 
attended to. The common idea is, that a 
certain number of letters are given with 
which to make a pleasing design, and so 
far that impression Í3 right ; but there is 
something beyond this. There is the art 
of so placing the letters that one can dis­ 
tinguish at a glance the first, the central,, 
and the last letter. Now the rule to be 
observed to secure this result is as follows : 
the last letter of the monogram must be 
the principal feature, and must be the 
largest, the boldest, and the heaviest let­ 
ter ; then the first letter must be the next 
in size, but the lightest in outline and 
color ; then the central letter must be the 
smallest and of an intermediate tint. If 
the monogram is of four letters the two 
intermediate must be the same size and the 
second letter lighter in outline and color 
than the third.—[Art Amateur. 
LATEST ABOUT FASHIONS. 
Nebuleux is a new shade of Russian gray. 
Bright-colored stripes and checks are 
again in favor, aud those who rush after 
every novelty will at once appear in zebra 
garbs, showing as many different hues as 
the ancient costume worn by Joseph him­ 
self. 
Cloak clasps made of Roman gold and 
lapis lazuli are very fashionable. The 
stone is of a dark-blue color, mottled with 
brown, and it is from this that the much­ 
valued pigment called ultramarine is made. 
Pretty nets made of silver or gold threads, 
and also silk nets with gold beads threaded 
in the meshes, are being worn once inore 
by very young ladies. In silk they come 
in shades of brown, auburn, golden color 
and black, to match the shade of the hair. 
Girdle» of [flush, velvet or moire are re­ 
vived. They are fastened front and back 
with silk lacings, and upon the left side is 
placed a sash of black watered silk ribbon, 
among the loops of which is gathered a 
mouchoir pouch about eight inches deep. 
A decided novelty is tbe shooting-jacket 
made of dark-colored cardinal cloth, or 
vigogne, which is worn upon the street 
over skirts of black satin, silk or cashmere, 
They are stylish, and also very comfortable- 
looking these cool autumn days, and do 
not appear as conspicuous as one would 
suppose. 
Many of the new fall round hats, and a 
few of the mitigated poke-bonnets, have a 
fall of Spanish lace at the edge just deep 
enough to shade the eyes. The drapery is 
very becoming to most faces, and as the 
fashion gains ground aud the width of the 
lace grows a trifle deeper, veils will be 
quite superseded. 
The favorite decoration at present for the 
throat is a necklace of amber or real cora 
beads, both of which are in great request. 
According to the esthetic code, amber 
beadsshould be worn with the new artistic 
silky gieeD S , the deep philosopher blues, 
any Of the dowdy reds, or the intensely 
royal purples, which they affect. 
Intensely bright colors are seen among 
all the late importations, and some of the 
new combinations are quite alarming. If 
this fancy goes on unchecked, an audience 
of fashionable ladies in church or concert 
will resemble a huge bed of Dutch tulips, 
and the similarity will be hightened by the 
newly-developed taste for stripes of every 
possible hue. 
The high-peaked crowns of some of the 
latest imported fall hats are covered with 
towering feathers, not soft curling tips, but 
great, horse-like plumes, sometimes five 
or six in number, Another French fancy 
is to cover the crowns with a solid vailing 
of glittering jet or iridescent beads, winch 
iu the sunlight or gaslight have a very 
brilliant efftct. 
Checked and htriped wcolen goods.serges, 
viaognes, cheviot cloth aud limousine are 
the most fashionable materials for autumn 
walking costumes, which are invariably 
made with short round skirts, either laid 
in very broad, flat box-pleats from belt to 
toe, or with three straight flounces put on 
in hollow pleats. In the latter case a wide 
scarf is draped over the skirt and knotted 
loosely, low on the left side. 
Black velvet poke-ponnets are prettily 
relieved by bright-colored linings (those of 
crimson or doe-colored satin being favor­ 
ites), to which are added broad strings of 
the velvet, supplemented by a pair of nar­ 
rower ones neatly tied above and matching 
the colored lining chosen for the interior of 
the bonnet itself, the bouillonne crown of 
which has generally a bow of the bright 
material placed upon one side. 
Jaunty-looking marine hats of very tine 
French felt are imported, dyed in the 
fashionable shades of seal brown, myrtle 
green, admiral blue, dark cardinal, etc., to 
match varied costumes. The crown is en­ 
circled with a wreath of feathers, into 
which is set a garland of seasonable flow­ 
ers—chrysanthemums of every hue, pop­ 
pies, wheat heads, and michaeimae daisies 
being interwoven in true rustic fashion. It 
is almost unnecessary to say that these gay 
hats are only suitable for those w ho are 
still in their premier jeuncsse. 
Independent eoats, to be worn over 
skirts of black or dark colors, are still seen 
in great variety. They present the same 
leading features—a closely fitting shape 
which outlines the figure, high neck and 
tight coat sleeves. The materials of which 
they are made are brocaded velvet, striped 
moire, plush, or cloth. Plain biack satin 
or silk coats will also be a desirable 
medium between the very expensive and 
the very plain styles. These coats have 
cuffs, pockets and deep, rounding collar of 
velvet, and are also adorned with hand­ 
some buttons of steel, faceted jet or those 
of silk fastened by cords or frogs. 
Indicative, or rather confirmatory, of the 
supposition that round waists and full, 
antique bodices will be as general as the 
sharp-pointed waists have already become, 
are exhibited a very handsome variety of 
waist-buckles for belts. Among these are 
solid silver clasps, set with semi-precious 
stones, and those of Roman gold, with 
carved heads in Egyptian designs. More 
novel still are buckles made of shark’s skin, 
which is now being utilized for useful as 
well as for merely decorative purposes. 
These clasps are mounted in silver, and the 
yellowish-white epidermis seems as hard 
to the touch as the metal surrounding it. 


W h e a t R u st.— A writer in the New 
York Times says in regard to the rust 
fungas on wheat : “ But there is an effect­ 
ive means of fighting this enemy, which 
should he made available now. This is the 
steeping of the seed in some protective so­ 
lution by which the spores of the rust 
fungus upon the seed may be destroyed, 
and the sowing of these with the sowing 
of the seed be prevented. There are sev­ 
eral of these solutions. The most conve­ 
nient are four ounces of sulphate of cop­ 
per in a gallon of water ; four ounces of 
soda in the same quantity of water ; a 
strong brine of salt; stale urine iu which 
the decomposition has produced abundant 
ammonia. With the first and second it is 
advisable to scatter fine dry lime upon the 
seed as it comes moist from the solution. 
The seed ia steeped in the solution or the 
liquid for six hours, until it has become 
swollen and saturated. It is then 'sown in 
the usual manner, and, if necessary, dried, 
so as not to adhere, by exposure to air for 
an hour or two, or by mixing with seme 
absorbent powder. With the urine, plaster 
and not lime should be nsed. This prepa­ 
ration is a very effective safeguard against 
both rust and smut by cleansing the seed of 
its spores or seeds.”

TEEESINA'S PRIZE. 


Pausilipo is a suburb of Naples, stretch­ 
ing aloug the western side ot the beauti­ 
ful bay, about which so much has been 
said aud written. Along the steep banks 
that descend abruptly to tbe sea are many 
charming villas facing directly on the water, 
and reached from the main road by zigzag 
paths, through gardens rich in all the 
luxuriant growth of Southern Italy. With 
the deep-blue water washing the rocks 
upon which these houses stand, and be­ 
yond—the sea ; the mountains behind Sor­ 
rento, Casttllamare and Vico standing out 
in bold outline ; with Vesuvius rearing his 
head solemn aud threatening to the left— 
there is here to be found about as tiue a 
view as the heart of man could desire. 
Aud when the eye, as it is apt to do, tires 
of these grander beauties, it is only neces­ 
sary to turn round to regale one's senses 
with the soft greens of the lig-tree, olive, 
chestnut and lemon, the odors of the 
orange-blossoms and roses, aud the varied 
hues of the many flowers with which na­ 
ture supplies this land with so liberal a 
hand. 
In one of the prettiest of these villas 
lived an English family, and at the time of 
the present story some tender passages 
were taking place between the eldest

Stained boards are without doubt best for 
bedrooms ; a square of carpet covers the 
center, leaving three feet free all round the 
room. Dust invariably collects under fur­ 
niture and chairs, dresses and draughts of 
air sweep it up into the corners ; but the 
boards, being without covering, allow of 
its being easily taken up with a duster. 
Then, too, the carpet being simply laid 
down, there ia no difficulty in the way of 
its being often shaken ; no tacks have to 
be taken ont or heavy wardrobes moved, 
so that there ia no possible excuse for its 
being left down until the dust accumulates 
thickly.

HONORS TO THE MEMORY OF GAR­ 
FIELD—A CRISIS IN FRANCE. 


Louis Blanc—French Politics—The Events 
in «frica and their Effect—A 
Remarkable Work. 


P a r is, October 2, 1SSI. 
On Mondav last the American section in­ 
stalled at the Exposition of Electricity was 
surrounded (by a large black band, and a 
bronze medallion over a yard high repre­ 
senting President Garfield was placed in a 
conspicuous place, entirely draped in crape. 
The following day, on Tuesday, a solemn 
service was celebrated iu the chapel of the 
Oratoire, Rue St. Honoré, as a public ex­ 
pression of the sorrow felt at the loss of 
the good and great man we have all been 
mourning. The church of the Oratoire ia 
a large imposing building and the finest 
Protestant church in Paris. Mr. Morton, 
our Minister, received the diplomatic corps 
and those invited at the entrance of the 
chapel, Rue de l’Oratoire, while the pubile 
were admitted through the large door on 
the Rue St. Honoré. The interior of the 
chapel was covered with funeral black and 
crape as far up as the second galleries. A 
little before 3 o’clock the church was 
THOKOCG1ILY CROWDED. 
All the Embassades and Legations were 
represented by the chiefs of Commission 
or the Charges d’Affaires. The members of 
the French Government present were Mr. 
Barthelemy Saint Hilaire, Minister of For­ 
eign Affairs ; Mr. Tirard, Minister of Com­ 
merce ; Mr. Cochery, Minister of Posts 
and Telegraphs, and Generel Farre, Min­ 
ister of War. General Pettie represented 
the President of the Republic, and Ad­ 
miral Peyron the Minister of the Marine. 
Leon Say, the President of the Senate, 
also assisted at the ceremony. Among 
those present were a great number of ladies 
dressed in mourning, who belonged for the 
most part to the American colony resident 
at Paris. The ceremony commenced with 
a hymn Eung by the congregation, after 
which Mr. Verues, President of the Con­ 
sistory of Paris, occupied the pulpit. After 
having called attention to the sufferings and 
resignation of General Garfield, he declared 
that the members of the Consistory of Taris 
were doubly happy in loaning the cliapsl 
of the Oratoire to Mr. Morton to celebrate 
this funeral service, first as a French citi­ 
zen, aud second as a co-religionist. As a 
Frenchman, he could not forget the tie 
which unites the Republic, particularly the 
day following the departure of the French 
delegation for Yorktown. Asco-religionists 
it was impossible for the members of the 
Consistory to forget the interest with 
which the Protestant churches of the 
United States had followed the progress and 
development of the Reformed Church of 
France. 
After this discourse, a hymn 
was again sung, and then followed a 
prayer. The minister, Mr. Rewlin, next 
spoke. 
He reminded his hearers of the 
horror that existed throughout Europe at 
the news of the crime of which General 
Garfield had been the victim ; he explained 
with what anxiety the entire world fol­ 
lowed the President’s struggle with death, 
and that France, who, with all her faults, 
cannot be accused of selfishness, would not 
under this circumstance 
FORGET THE BONDS 
Which united her to her sister of America 
as much through form of government as 
through the most glorious of traditions. 
She takes her share of the mourning, re­ 
membering that Lafayette and Roeham- 
beau fought a hundred years age by the 
aide of the immortal Washington. On the 
other hand, the Protestant church of 
America has never hesitated to sustain the 
ltefoimed Church of France, thus creating 
between them an imperishable link. The 
orator then drew a brief portrait of General 
Garfield, who was the child of his works, 
aud who raised him«elf to the highest dig­ 
nity by his own i Sorts, through his intel­ 
ligence, his will, and above all his honesty. 
In terms which excited many to tears, he 
prayed for courage and patience to be 
given to the two noble women who sur­ 
vived the President—his wife and mother. 
In an eloquent peroration the orator 
solemnly implored the United States in the 
presence of this death to put an end to all 
the divisions of party ; that there may no 
longer be a North and a South. After the 
singing of two other hymns Bishop Dud­ 
ley, of Kentucky, next spoke, and thanked 
the consistory for having been so kind as 
to loan the chapel of the Oratoire, and to 
unite with Mr. Morton and the American 
colony in marks of sympathy. He then 
explained the object and essence of the 
reunion, and the great lesson that results 
from the death of our much-regretted 
President. The ceremony finished at five 
o’clock. All present were penetrated by a 
real sentiment of mourning, and the most 
profound and touching meditation reigned 
throughout. France is at present passing 
through 
A CRISIS. 
True, it is scarcely’ evident to the casual 
observer, but the politicians are making 
enough ado over it to compensate for the 
indifference of the general public. There 
is Louis Blanc, whose regained health and 
natural patriotism have again cast him 
into the vortex of politics, and friends and 
enemies, who have come for years to look 
upon him a3 an interested but passive spec­ 
tator, are surprised to behold him again 
equipped for war. The good, dear man 
might have gone to sleep like Rip Van 
Winkle, but, unlike Rip Van Winkle, on 
waking up would have found the world 
still far behind him. These last elections 
prove to him that the people are growing 
up to him, and his voice can now be heard. 
He, with other politicians, have become 
alarmed at the reckless way in which the 
Government is conducting itself in the ab­ 
sence of the Chambers, and convoked a 
meeting of the extreme Left, of which he 
is a member. Tbe authorities refused to 
open any part of the Chamber of Deputies 
to him, when, becoming indignant, he pub­ 
licly convened all members of the extreme 
Left to his house. I wondered where the 
dear little man would put them all, unless 
on the top of the house, for liis apartment 
is exceedingly small, and seemed to me 
only large enough for such a wee body as 
himself. However, bonne voleiile will go a 
long ways as well as patriotism and political 
enthusiasm, for the majority of the mem­ 
bers did meet there, and failed to complain 
of the want of room. After much deliber­ 
ation it was decided to appoint 
A COMMITTEE 
To wait on Jnles Ferry and insist on a con­ 
vocation of the two houses for the purpose 
of discussing those important questions 
now pending, and placing all the acts of 
the Government before the people. Louis 
Blanc was chosen a member of the commit­ 
tee and acted the role of spokesman before 
the Minister of Public instruction. In 
answer to the demand of the convocation, 
Jules Ferry opposed the measure as uncon­ 
stitutional, for, according to his views, the 
former Chamber ia still in existence. Ac­ 
cording to the Government, it is impossible 
to convoke the newly-elected Deputies at 
present; and when it was suggested to Mr. 
Ferry that it would be absurd to convoke 
the former Deputies, he was of the same 
mind, and therefore, according to his 
opinion, the Ministry' has placed itself in a 
position which forbids the convocation of 
either Chamber. The sovereignty of uni­ 
versal suffrage was offered in opposition to 
such arguments, bnt the Minister answered 
that it was not universal suffrage which 
was sovereign, but the people, and that he 
acted altogether within the limits of the 
Constitution. The precedent of tbe Senate 
was then mentioned to him, the first 
third of which had beeD renewed and 
whose successors had occupied their seats 
before the entire expiration of the three 
years. To this Mr. Ferry answered that 
in the opinion of the Government fne years 


counted differently for the Senate than 
they did for the Chamber of Deputies, by 
budgets for the first and by periods of 505 
days for tbe second, and gave tbe reason 
that the Senate was a permanent assembly. 
The committee asked him what had been 
the motive in advancing the date of the 
elections, and if that very precipitation did 
not permit an earlier convocation of the 
newly-elected members. Mr. Ferry answer­ 
ed that he had already given the necessary 
explanations following a recent interpella­ 
tion, and when the committee observed 
that precisely in that debate he had indi­ 
cated no motives whatever, he refused to 
speak further on the subject. The com­ 
mittee then stated the numerous reasons 
which exacted the presence of Parliament. 
They referred to the 
INTENSE EXCITEMENT 
Caused by the events of Africa, the most 
profound which has been seen in the coun­ 
try for several years. The President of 
Conseil answered that they were mistaken ; 
that it had been erroneous information 
which had alarmed the country ; but he 
denied that the country was sufficiently 
alarmed to desire the reunion of Parlia­ 
ment and explanations from the tribune, 
and that in reality nothing sufficiently ex­ 
traordinary had occurred during the vaca­ 
tion to require the reunion of the Cham­ 
bers. The committee reminded him of the 
Tunis war, of the Algerian insurrection, 
the great fires of the last month, of the no­ 
torious incapacity of General Farre, the 
disorder of the mobilization, which had cut 
up all the regiments of the garrisons, the 
affair of the class of 187G, the scarcity of 
military surgeons, the singular sight 
of a Governor of Algiers coming abroad 
in the midst of such exciting times 
and quietly taking his vacation in the 
country. Mr. Ferry, without taking the 
slightest notice of the reference made to 
the President’s brother, the class of 1S7C 
or to General Farre, said that the call upon 
the military surgeons had just taken place 
and was unnecessary sooner. As to the 
insurrection in Algiers, he reaffirmed that 
there was no more danger from that quar­ 
ter ; that the fires had been extinguished, 
and that, in fact, there had not been more 
this year than any other year. As to the 
mobilization, he denied that it could pos­ 
sibly disorganize the army ; and, according 
to his statement, the events of Africa 
occupied a very small number of troops, 
only some 35,000 men were in Tunis, and 
as to the army of Algiers, it had scarcely 
been necessary to reiD force it. In fact, in 
answer to all arguments used by the com­ 
mittee, Mr. Ferry gave expression to the 
opinion that everything had been 
FOE THE BEST, 
And would not be improved. After a series 
of such answers the committee considered 
it useless to prolong the interview, and, 
after once more insisting on the convoca­ 
tion of the chambers, they withdrew. 
Another meeting was held at Louis Blanc’s, 
when a report of the iutcrview was read 
before all the members of the extreme 
Left. Mr. Louis Blane then informed them 
of his manifestation to the country, and 
after a friendly discussion between all the 
members, who examined each sentence of 
the remarkable work, they all signed their 
names to it. This work, called the “ Mani­ 
festation of the Extreme I .eft,” is remark­ 
able for its vigor, conciseness and lucidity. 
Never before in anything I have ever read 
of Lou is Blanc have I detected so much 
honest indignation and personal censure. 
The article begins with : “ What is the 
situation ? 
Threatening it is, according 
to some; obscure it is, according to the 
opinion of all. 
What do we know 
of the affairs of Africa? That which we 
know, and in a manner, alas ! too certain, 
is that the Tunis expedition, which should 
be peace, is war ; that we have to combat 
a Tunisian insurrection ; that since the 
middle of September this insurrection has 
become considerable enough to cut off all 
communication between the capital of the 
Regency and the French colony camped at 
a distance less than sixty kilometers ; it is, 
that we have Algiers to defend against the 
fanaticism of the Mussulman up in arms ; 
it is, that it is scarcely a month since a 
journal of Philippeville wrote : ‘ All is 
being consumed by 
fire around us; 
the western region, comprising that part 
of the country between E taya, Beni-Sala, 
Beni-Toufout 
and 
Collo, is butf a 
series of terrible disaster ; all the mount­ 
ains take fire successively.’ 
That 
is what we know, that two days ago, at the 
moment the President of ConBeil affirmed 
to us that the fires had been stopped, the 
telegraph announced others ; it is, that 
Mr. Albert Grevy has been obliged, 
through a characteristically sad resolution, 
to sequestrate the goods of the natives of 
that part of the frontiers which have been 
burned ; it is, that the sending of rein­ 
forcements into Africa has been judged 
indispensable ; it is, that the Government 
saw itself obliged to ward off the gravity 
of the peril by exceeding by a great deal 
the limit of the credits voted by the Cham­ 
ber, with special affectation ; it is, that 
after having it affirmed by its Prefets, in 
view of the electoral success, that the men 
of the class of 1876 would not be main­ 
tained under the flags, it has been reduced 
on this point to contradicting itself twice. 
All this we know for a certainty. All the 
rest is for us covered by clouds. If it is to 
the public interest to hide 
BAD NEWS 
As long as possible, or to at least attenuate 
the importance of it ? If such is the opinion 
of the Government, what faith can we 
have in that which is officially reported to 
us with regard to Africa ? It is hoped, 
and we also hope that before long our 
colors will wave over Kairouan, the fortress 
of the Arabian Islamism. Those who de­ 
fend the Government in spite of everything 
are at liberty to affirm that then all will be 
said. But those even who nurse us with 
that hope acknowledge that the military 
movements in Africa are submitted to in­ 
eluctable climatic conditions, and if 
definitive victory has been so long retarded, 
it is because the resistance has exhausted 
forces in diplomatic faults from which they 
send back the responsibility to where it 
belongs. After the taking of Kairouan, will 
the fanaticism of the Mussulman have said 
its last word ? Are the conditions of occu­ 
pation of a barbarous country chaDged ? 
Will there net always be diplomatic faults 
to commit ? 
THE SOLDIERY. 
“ Our confidence in the bravery of our sol­ 
diers is absolute; but that they should 
have against them the climate and the 
insufficiency of our Ministers is too much 
by half. Besides, the embracing of Africa 
is not the only misfortune which has re­ 
sulted from the fatal Tunis expedition. 
Whom is it necessary to inform that it 
risked breaking the tie which unites us to 
Italy; that it rendered Spain uneasy ; 
that it awakened the distrust of England ; 
that it presented us to Europe as always 
tormented by the spirit of conquest, and 
that there is the secret of the artificial 
eagerness displayed by Bismarck in en­ 
couraging it. Ah ! France must indeed 
have become indifferent to her dearest in­ 
terests to not be earnestly concerned with 
such a state of affairs. To know where 
they are leading her is her desire and her 
right. If, then, the convocation of the 
Chambers was ever necessary it is to-day, 
and in denying this necessity the Govern­ 
ment condemns itself.” 
• 
This interesting article which I have 
given somewhat in piecemeal finishes with 
tbe following remarks : “ The situation is 
such that there cannot result from it other 
than complications of a nature calculated 
to seriously risk the responsibility of 
those who govern. If instead of shar­ 
ing this responsibility with the man­ 
datories of the people, in hastening 
to consult them, the Ministry assumes it 
entirely by doing without their assistance, 
will it be easier for them to support it ? 
Certainly not. Oar duty is to warn them 
of it.” To this document were signed the 
names of the majority of the Extreme Left 
among than Louis Blanc, Camille Pelletan, 
Benjamin Raspail and Tony Revillon.

The report of the immigration Commit­ 
tee to the San Francisco Board of Trade 
makes it apparent that the caution sug­ 
gested by the R ecord-U nion as to ac­ 
curate inicrmation in this connection, was 
needed. 
Had the committee prepared 
itself for its work by ascertaining what 
had been done before in the way of incite­ 
ments to immigration, and had it taken 
the pains to inform itself upon the real 
causes of previous failures, it certainly 
would not have committed the capital 
blunder of setting out with precisely the 
same lcose and inaccurate statements 
which have discredited every preceding 
effort in this direction. If there is one 
fact which experience has emphasized 
above all others it is that to induce immi­ 
gration which will stay with us it is nec­ 
essary to tell the truth and nothing but 
the truth about the opportunities offered 
here to settlers. Now, when the Board of 
Trade Committee gravely declares that 
“ our State has an area of 1SS.9S2 square 
“ miles of rich, productive land,” and 
when it talks of “ *20,000,000 acres of 
“ land” “ every acre of which may bo 
“ made to yield good returns,” and so 
forth, it is impossible for those who know 
the facts not to feel discouraged, for these 
and all similar statements are widely at 
variance with the truth, and any attempt 
to persuade people to come here upon the 
strength of them must prove abortive. 
Whoever knows anything about the re­ 
sources of California is aware that a very 
large proportion of the area of the State is 
worthless for purposes of cultivation. 
The misrepresentation of this truth has 
been very mischievous in the past. By 
the reckless circulation of grossly iuac- 
eurake statements about the wonderful 
richness of the whole territorial area of 
the State, thousands of people have been 
induced to come here, only to be disap­ 
pointed and disenchanted. They have seen 
the facts with their own eyes, and they 
have gone away indignant and disgusted, 
and giving California a bad name. This is 
what must be expected from the equally 
dishonest and shortsighted method of ad­ 
vertising the State which has obtained 
hitherto. It has been the practice with 
those who have engaged in this business to 
represent rare and exceptional phenomena 
as average instances. Nothing can be more 
unfair and deceptive than this, and there 
is no country which affords more frequent 
opportunities for just this species of mis­ 
representation. 
If, therefore, the San 
Francisco Board of Trade really wishes to 
bring immigration here, it must begin by 
cutting loose from all this kind of false 
statements, and must resolve to de­ 
scribe the State as it is. 
It is quite useless to bring people here by 
misleading them as to the actual condition 
of things. In such circumstances they do 
not stay here if they are able to get away. 
And to tell the world that industry is all 
that is necessary to make California lands 
“ blossom like a garden,” is to misstate 
the case, for as a rule capital is even more 
necessary than industry. A farmer can­ 
not cáme here aud make a living for him­ 
self the first year, as he can in all the 
Western States. He mu3t have capital 
enough to last him some time. And it is 
not an easy matter for the new-comer to 
find land that will pay for cultivation. 
The committee pay that they know of 
plenty of such land. If they do, it should 
be their business to diffuse that knowledge 
abroad. And they must be prepared to 
give full descriptions of the lands ; as to 
whether they are wheat lands, or fruit and 
vine lands ; as to whether there is water 
on or near them ; as to whether they need 
irrigation ; as to their average productive 
capacity—not the productive capacity of 
here and there an exceptionally fertile 
patch. Nor must it be forgotten that few 
immigrants who know anything of the 
capacities of the Western States are likely 
to be tempted by the proffer of land which 
cannot be made to support them the first 
year. 
The truth is that this State has been 
seriously injured by reckless and untruth­ 
ful puffing. 
It is not the Carden of 
Eden it has been represented. It has many 
drawbacks. But if the simple truth had 
been told about it thousands who have 
turned their backs upon it in disgust 
would have Bettled here, because, not ex­ 
pecting impossibilities they would have 
been contented with the actual situation. 
Of course we are all alike interested in 
settling up the State. The only room 
for difference of opinion is as to the methods 
to be used. We take the position that the 
reckless puffery of the past has distinct’y 
failed in doing what it wa3 meant to do, 
aud that to achieve success this method 
will have to be abandoned. For instance, 
the foolish stories which have been told so 
profusely have constantly brought here 
men without any capital, who could not 
afford to wait, and who either joined the 
floating population of unemployed aud dis­ 
contented prole taires, or returned to the 
East or West. This clas3 has done us harm 
and no good, and we do not want any more 
of it. We want men with some capital 
and some patience. If they know really 
what they have to expect they will be will­ 
ing to wait, and they will find their reward 
in it. But it is only by telling them all 
the truth that we can enliBt them on 
our side. 
The projected Bureau of Immigration 
will doubtless have plenty of offers of aid 
in the shape of glowing statements and 
carefully cooked accounts of our “ marvel- 
“ ous resources.” If they take our advice 
they will eschew all instrumentalities of 
this kind, and confine themselves to setting 
forth the real facts. 
There is no other 
way by which immigration can be obtained. 
False statements may bring people here, 
but they never can keep them here. It is 
necessary for us to get down from the high 
horse we have been riding so long, and 
consent to the bare recapitulation of pro 
saic facts, even though they may look 
somewhat disappointing. We have tried 
the other way, and it has proved a dismal 
failure. Let the San Francisco Board of 
Trade reflect on these considerations before 
it wrecks the new movement by adopting 
the old and much-discredited methods of 
advertising the State. 


INSANITY AND PUNISHABILITY. 
Dr. Hammond has a timely article in 
the International Review on the pnnish- 
ability ef the insane. It is certainly very 
greatly to be desired that this question 
should be determined. Thus far the med­ 
ical and legal views of the matter have 
only serrcd to confuse the whole question 
when 
a- *.'... r. The legal theory 


has been that proof of insanity involved 
removal of accountability, and this has 
naturally become the popular view also. 
It is to be regretted that there is no con­ 
currence of opinion among alienists. Some 
of them, and notably Maudsley, hold that 
insanity involves irresponsibility. Others, 
with Hammond, agree that a man may be 
insane, and yet be accountable. And it 
appears to us that the greater weight of 
argument is with this theory. For if proof 
of insanity involves irresponsibility, crimi­ 
nal jurisprudence is plunged into a hopeless 
fog, seeing that the indicia of insanity are 
often of the most vague and doubtful char­ 
acter. But the true test of the accounta­ 
bility of the insane criminal seems tobe the 
existence in him of a consciousness that he 
could have controlled himself. There are 
cases no doubt, as in epilepsy,where crimes 
are committed in absolute unconscious­ 
ness. In a large proportion of cases, how­ 
ever, the perpetrator knows what he is 
doing ; knows that it is wrong; and yields 
to the morbid influence almost precisely 
as sane people yield to strong temptations 
to do things which they know to be wrong. 
In such cases it is, we submit, altogether 
unreasonable to pretend that accountability 
has ceased. In a certain case in France a 
young man walked into a room aud shot 
bis stepmother dead. Afterwards he de­ 
clared that if any one had spoken to him 
when he entered the room he should have 
retrained from committing the murder. 
Some little time before Oxford, the man 
who shot at Queen Victoria, committed 
that crime, he had been arrested for prac­ 
ticing cruelty upon a chicken. He was 
dismissed with a reprimand on that occa­ 
sion, but when he was in the insane asylum 
after shooting at the Queen he once recog­ 
nized among the visitors the magistrate 
who had discharged him, and he said to 
him, “ If you had punished me when I 
“ was brought before you, I should not 
“ have been here now.” Ttius these 
madmen distinctly recognized the possi­ 
bility of deterrent influences. 
Take the case of Guiteau. It might be 
conceded that he was insane, but it would 
by no means follow that he ought not to 
be punished. His is precisely one of the 
cases in which accountability is proved 
beyond question. 
He wasjperfectly well 
aware that he was doing wrong in shootiDg 
the President. He even feared the penalty 
of that crime. To say that such a man is 
irresponsible is to confound all criminal 
administration, and virtually to do away 
with responsibility for murder altogether. 
And the theory of Dr. Maudsley, namely 
that all insane criminals should simply be 
sent to the asylum, breaks down under the 
test of practice, for Dr. Hammond has dis­ 
covered sixty-eight cases in England alone, 
where criminal lunatics had been sent to 
asylums, had been subsequently discharged 
as cured, and after all committed fresh 
homicides. This shows that the asylum 
theory fails to protect the public. It also 
fails to exert any deterrent influence upon 
insane minds. Experience shows that the 
hanging of insane murderers has a marked 
salutary influence upon homicidally in­ 
clined lunatics generally. But it is equally 
certain that the escape of Guiteau on the 
plea of ins-inity would serve to encourage 
similar assassinations. The insane every­ 
where would at once realize the advantage 
of their irresponsibility, and would proceed 
to indulge their morbid impulses unre­ 
strainedly. 
It is time that so important a question 
as this was settled definitely, however. 
The legal view of insanity is incompati­ 
ble with the protection of society, and it is 
altogether behind the science of the age. 
Punishability should be defined. 
The 
demonstration of insanity in a criminal 
should be held to involve nothing as to 
his responsibility. When the criminal is 
shown to have known what he was doing, 
and to have fully appreciated the conse­ 
quences, he should be held accountable, 
and punished accordingly. We are con­ 
vinced that the hanging of murderers has 
a distinct tendency to prevent murder, and 
this without regard to the sanity of the 
homicidally disposed. 
It ought to be 
more clearly explained to juries in murder 
cases that the instances are very rare in 
which the insane are ¡Dcapable of self­ 
control. The actual truth is that in most 
cases what tempts them to crime is the 
knowledge that it is crime. They do not 
have morbid impulses to do benevolent 
deeds, but only to perpetrate atrocities, 
and it is the element of evil that attracts 
them. They could almost always restrain 
themselves, but they yield because it grati­ 
fies them to do so. They are, therefore, 
not irresponsible, and they ought to be 
punished with aB little hesitation as if they 
were sane. In fact a homicidal maniac 
might be killed quite as justifiably as a 
mad dog is killed, and therefore it is treat­ 
ing him with sufficient leniency to accord 
him a trial. 
COMMUNirY ILLUSIONS. 
It is a philosophic truth that most men 
are sometimes liable to illusion. One 
philosopher goes so far as to assert that 
“ hardly anybody is always consistently 
“ sober and rational in their perceptions 
“ and beliefs.” If this is puttinz it too 
strongly, it is at least more likely to be 
true of our judgment of ourselves, when it 
is not the result of rigid self-criticism. 
What is true of men is true of communi­ 
ties. If the illusions of men are to be 
treated as a branch of mental pathology, 
and have their roots, as is asserted by the 
philosophers, in the ordinary mental life, 
then the illusions of communities may well 
be treated as vital considerations in esti­ 
mating the influences that affect their 
growth. 
The communities of California, perhaps 
more generally than those of any other 
State, are subject to serious and damaging 
illusions. It is not oar present purpose to 
refer to any in particular. In the past we 
have done so, and notably in the “ colony 
era” we warned the people of the fatal 
illusion in which so many of them were 
then indulging. But we desire at this 
time to call attention to the fact that all 
the communities of the State—and herein 
we do not except the metropolis—need to 
enter upon unsparing introspective examin­ 
ations. Astudyof the representative press of 
the various sections of the State and an in­ 
timate knowledge of the various commnni. 
ties of California, lead us to the conclusion 
that such examinations will disclose to 
those most immediately interested, errors 
which may be corrected, not only to local, 
but to State advantage. By the external 
conditions of our lives habits grow, or are 
forced upon us, of which we very often are 
unconscious ; or, at least, we fail to realize 
the true measure of their influence upon 


h i. Now this is more appirent in com­ 
munities thaa in men in their individual 
capacities, because the community is an 
impersonal body, and not surrounded by 
the privacies of individual life. The hab­ 
its of communities are the hot-beds wherein 
are propagated their illusions. Of snch is 
the belief in a society group that it is a far 
more important center than the world 
concedes it to b e; that it is to be 
built up upon the ruins of a rival ; 
that the correct policy is to pre­ 
sent for public view only the bright 
side, and that the community cas engage 
in no higher duty, no more locally patriotic 
work, than to conceal the defects and 
cover up the errors of the city, town 
village, colony or section. A more fatal 
illusion than this last cannot exist, and 
it always will, as it always has done, bring 
upon those who entertain it, the severest 
punishment. If our communities desire 
healthy growth and permanence, they musi 
make no concealments. They cannot win 
public confidence by the brand upon the 
goods ; the texture will always be the test. 
Now, by an unsparing introspective method 
they will discover their own errors before 
they become the objects of external per­ 
ception, and the subjects of common 
scrutiny. 
Community reputations, let it 
be borne in mind, are far more easily made 
than repaired. Commerce is a jealous maid 
and will brook no deceit; trade is inflex­ 
ible and knows no mercy ; prosperity is the 
outgrowth of honest dealing as much in 
the case of men organized into communities, 
as men when acting as individuals. The 
community that contents itself with 
its present condition, where that is one not 
of full development, will stagnate, just as 
surely as the lazy man will retrograde. In 
communities there must be constant action, 
well directed and united effort. The daDger 
then to our California towns is in the lack 
of insight. 
Their people need to rise 
above internal jealousies, rigidly examine 
their 
true situation, consider their 
community errors, expose their latent de­ 
fects, and take hold upon their hindrances 
just as much and as thoroughly as they 
would their natural advantages and their 
claims to consideration. They must learn 
tl^at it is always best to tell the whole 
truth about themselves, and that by that 
very process they will soonest have nothing 
to tell of which they need to be ashamed. 
The introspective method applied rigidly 
will disclose all errors and develop all 
strength. 
Permanent communities are not the re- 
Bult of accident, much less can they be 
built up upon misrepresentation. Immigra­ 
tion induced by the presentation of the 
distorted truth, and the concealment of 
that which should be known, will not only 
not remain, but will prove an estoppel 
upon all subsequent effort. What Cali­ 
fornia communities need is to have the 
truth told about them—told by those best 
situated to know it. Such a system, fos­ 
tered by the thoughtful and leading minds 
in each community, will sooner direct it 
in the path it must inevitably tread. 
It will bring about better built and better 
governed towns and cities ; it will sooner 
advance deserving sections; it will put 
an end to mere rivalries ; will soonest se­ 
cure healthful development ; will encour­ 
age closer communion among the people, 
and prove one of the greatest aids to State 
progress. The trouble, is California has 
been steadily lied about, and her people 
can lay the falsehoods oftener than other­ 
wise at their own doors. We live in a 
State, concerning every section of which 
we Gan 
afford 
to 
tell 
the truth, 
even if the moral obligation to do 
so is ignored. Community prosperity can 
be based on the truth only, and the sooner 
every section realizes this the better for 
all. All interests here should direct all 
energies to a common end—State advance­ 
ment. That can only rest upon commu­ 
nity prosperity, and is impossible under 
concealment and misrepresentation. These 
degrade commendable competition between 
sections to an ignoble rivalry that invaria­ 
bly results in loss to both, and exposes the 
community skeletons which vain illusion 
leads men too often to conceal. Let us 
tell the|truth about ourselves. 
THE CZAR’S MISERY. 
The Czar, if the reports be true, is one 
of the most miserable men in all Europe. 
He is suffering an imprisonment at Gats- 
chine, which may at any moment be ter­ 
minated by assassination, but which is 
not likely to be terminated in any other 
way. He has been baffled in his attempts 
to hold a conference with his brother 
Emperors, the Nihilists having practically 
forbidden him to carry out the arrange­ 
ment. He is said to be in a condition of 
mental prostration through apprehension, 
and nothing is less surprising. Nor is it 
at all probable that more boldness would 
serve him better. He might have defied 
the Nihilists, but if he had they would 
have murdered him before now. In truth 
he is deprived of all real authority, and 
the Government is divided between the 
thieves and the assassins. The prospect 
of relief is, moreover, so dim that it is 
difficult to see what temptation the Czar 
can have to remain longer in his present 
intolerable condition. 
Abdication were 
far preferable to this state of things. 


TOO THIN. 
The latest excuse put forward on behalf 
of the four Supervisors who have 30 notori­ 
ously forfeited the confidence of this com­ 
munity is a very funny one. It is solemnly 
asserted that they were afraid the conduct 
of the litigation against the miners would 
go into “ doubtful ” hands ; that the min­ 
ers were at hand with a heavy “ sack,” 
prepared to buy our virtuoua and incor­ 
ruptible four, and that they made the bar­ 
gain with George Cadwalader because they 
were so far above all thoughts of venality. 
As Mr. Squeers observed when he tasted 
the milk-and-water, “ Here’s richness!” 
The story of the miners* “ sack ” and the 
lofty virtue of the Four is, however, con­ 
siderably more ingenious than plausible. 
To speak plainly, it is a palpable and flimsy 
invention throughout. The public will 
take no stock in it, and we regret to be 
compelled to say that what will be regarded 
as absolutely conclusive proof of its falsity 
is the simple fact that the four Supervisors 
did make the bargain with George Cadwal­ 
ader. In the language of the immortal 
Bard, in short, the story is “ too thin.” 


THE RESIGNATION OF TYNER. 
Tyner has resigned, but desires it to be 
distinctly understood that it was not be­ 
cause any charges were preferred against 
him. If he derives any consolation from 
this declaration he is easily satisfied ; but 


the country will prefer to abide by the 
matter-of-fact belief that the charges and 
his resignation are not wholly unconnected. 
We mu3t say that it was not altogether 
like the usual “ stalwart” course to let 
him resign while “ under fire,” but the 
public will not find fault with this depart­ 
ure from the regular practice. It really 
does seem as though Mr. Tyner had failed 
in convincing the President of his blame- 
lessnesa, and if this is the case it is a hope­ 
ful indication as regards the new admin­ 
istration ; at least so far as the star route 
cases are concerned. 
THE MICHIGAN SUFFERERS. 
Appeals on behalf of the Michigan suf­ 
ferers continue to be made. It is now 
stated that not more than half a million 
of dollars have been subscribed for their 
relief, whereas a round million will be re­ 
quired. There has been a curious slug­ 
gishness about the popular response to 
these appeals, and it is not creditable to 
the popular heart. These sufferers are 
American citizens, and their wives and 
children. They are industrious, deserving 
people. They have undergone the most 
terrible afflictions. They have lost all their 
property, and in many cases much more 
than their property, by forest fires. They 
must be helped, and that quickly, or there 
will be worse tales yet to tell of their suf­ 
ferings. A mere trifle from every man 
who is able to give it would make up the 
half million needed in twenty-four hours, 
and the duty of contributing is one from 
which none can excuse themselves. 
RUSSIA AND THE JEW 3. 
It is stated that the Russian Govern­ 
ment is much concerned at the Jewish emi­ 
gration which has very naturally been 
induced by the persecution to which that 
people have been* subjected in the Czar’s 
dominions. It is difficult to understand 
this alleged concern. The Russian Gov­ 
ernment has been notoriously a consenting 
party to the persecution .of the Jews, if it 
did not instigate the whole outbreak. It 
has suffered its troops to stand by and wit­ 
ness the most atrocious outrages upon the 
victim race, and now it professes to be ex­ 
tremely concerned because the Jews are 
leaving the country as fast as possible. 
Does the Czar think that Jews have no 
feelings and no regard for their lives and 
possessions and family ties, or is this show 
of concern a merely characteristic demon­ 
stration of Tartar duplicity and hypocrisy’ 


CAINA AND JAPAN. 
Arrival of the Steamer Belgic from Hong­ 
kong and Yokohama. 
[By Telegraph from San Francisco.] 
San F rancisco, October 28th.—Arrived, 
steamer Belgic, from Hongkong via Yoko­ 
hama, bringing the following advices : 
CHINA. 
Kongkong, September 30th.—The cabal 
instituted by the Palace party against Ti 
Hung Chang has failed, and the Viceroy has 
been fully established in power. As a conse­ 
quence, it is expected that the introduction 
of railroads will not be long delayed. 
The annual Korean Embassy has arrived 
in Peking with a special message of con­ 
dolence for the death of the Eastern Em­ 
press, and in addition to the yearly tribute a 
present of §250,000 in gold. 
A large brick tea factory 170 miles from 
Foo Chow, owned by a Russian firm, has 
been destroyed by fire. The Chinese work­ 
men, of whom 500 were employed, declined 
to render the foreign manager assistance in 
checking the flames, and afterwards stoned 
him off the premises, broke open the safe aud 
stole some thousands of dollars. 
JAPAN. 
Y okohama, October llth.—The dispute in 
the silk trade continues, foreign merchants 
refusing to buy from the Guild under its pres­ 
ent rules, and the latter declines to alter the 
same. The foreign merchants have addressed 
a circular to the native producers in the in­ 
terior, calling upon them to ignore the Guild 
and to deal directly with them. The influ­ 
ence of the Guild is very strong, and the ac­ 
tion is generally supported by the native 
bankers and merchants throughout the coun­ 
try. The Japanese silk dealers in Yokohama 
and Tokio have also issued a circular to pro­ 
ducers, and the replies show that the feeling 
of the producers is with their countrymen. 
Large meetings were held yesterday by the 
Japanese, and resolutions were passed in 
favor of a direct trude. The silk market at 
present is wholly blocked to foreigners. 
The Korean Government has ordered a 
number of cannon to be made in the Osaka 
Aujapanan arsenal, and have sent officials to 
watch the process of manufacture. 
A dozen Koran youths have arrived to 
learn typography.

The long standing, oft-continued case of P. 
F. Kearney, under arrest for more than a 
year on a charge of libeling Deputy Treas­ 
urer M. J. Donovan, was called for examina­ 
tion Thursday and dismissed. The prosecu­ 
tion failed to thow the connection of the de­ 
fendant with the alleged libelous article pub­ 
lished in au evening paper, 
Neil McCafferty was found guilty of cruelty 
to animals on Wednesday, and yesterday 
guilty of battery on C. Kset-e, whom he 
struck with a ahovel for protesting againBt 
the cruelty, and Thursday night he was, for 
a third time, arrested aud booked for perjury 
in falsely swearing that he did not break 
Reese’s wrist when he hit him with the 
shovel. 
The three charges of felony against James 
D. Kelly, the cashier of the State Investmc nt 
Company, have been dismissed on motion of 
the prosecuting attorney. In making the 
motion he said that the company reported to 
him that they would not prosecute, as an ex­ 
amination of the books by an expert revealed 
the fact that the supposed defalcations were 
owing to an error in the bookkeeping and not 
to dishonesty. 
At the annual competition for prizes by 
members of the Olympic Club Wednesday 
evening, the prize for high jumping was w.m 
by William Brown, who cleared 5 feet 
inches. The five-mile race was won by P. H. 
Hammill in 31 minutes and 52 seconds. In 
feats on the “ horse” prizes were won by 
Sherman and Silveistone. F. W. Reed and 
Louis McLane, Jr., then fenced with foils, 
the latter being worsted. Mr. Reed then 
fought with Mr. Hammill, also defeating 
him. 
Michael Dolan’s trial for the murder of 
Dennis Hayes, committed on the 4th of 
August, 1880, at the corner of Webster and 
Haight streets, and which had been in pro­ 
gress since last Monday, was concluded in 
Department No. 11 of the Superior Court 
Thursday. The case was given to the jury 
for its deliberation at 2:30 p. M., and soon af­ 
ter midnight the tired twelve came into Court 
and found the accused not guilty, by reason 
of insanity. Dolan was ordered into the 
custody of the Sheriff until the question of 
insanity was judicially passed upon. 
The Supreme Court has held that plaintiff 
in the case of Mulligan against Smith had 
proven no title to certain land. The suit wag 
one of ejectment to recover possession of cer­ 
tain premises. The right of recovery claimed 
by plaintiff depended wholly upon a tax deed 
which had been executed and delivered to 
him in consummation of a sale of the 
premises for the non-payment of an assess­ 
ment which had been levied upon the land for 
the purpo: e of raising a fund for the pay­ 
ment of interest due and to become due, upon 
1,575 bonds of §1.000 each, which had been 
issued under the provisions of an Act en­ 
titled “ An Act to open and establsh a pub­ 
lic street in the city and county of San Fran­ 
cisco, to be called Montgomery avenue, and 
to take private lands therefor.” The Court 
holds that the petition of a majority in front3 
age, mentioned in the Act, was a condition 
precedent to the organization of the Board of 
Public Works provided for in the Act, with­ 
out which petition the subsequent proceeding* 
of the Board were void—the validity of such 
petition being a jurisdictional fact. 
The plan of the Board of Trade to induce 
immigration to California is thus slated by 
the committee of that body appointed to sug­ 
gest methods: That the President of the 
Board shall name twelve prominent repre­ 
sentative members, who shall have power to 
increase their number to twenty ; that this 
body shall constitute itself into a Bureau of 
Immigration, and shall organize itself as snch 
under the laws of the Stste. This organiza­ 
tion will, your committee feels assured, have 
no difficulty in raising all the money it re­ 
quires in order to carry on its work. It can 
appeal to every business man and to every 
person who has a substantial ¡Dterest in the 
State to assist it as far as his means will war­ 
rant. It can say : If we can make every 
valley and hillside in the State to have fifty 
well-to-do inhabitants where they now have 
one, every bueiuess interest in the State, yourg 
amongst the rest, will be proportionately im­ 
proved ; and when the Legislature meets it 
can appeal to that body for State aid, and 
for official recognition. To insure success, this 
bureau should, in its personnel, be kept clear of 
politics and free from the control of the land­ 
owning interests. In carrying out its work, 
this Board should first establish a central 
office in this city, and from that office should 
spring out a perfect network of agencies and 
machinery for the purpose of distributing re­ 
liable information and maps concerning this 
State—its resources, and the prices, location 
and capabilities of public and private lands 
that are obtainable. It should also ask for 
the friendly co-operation of all transporta­ 
tion companies, more particularly the Sjuth- 
ern Pacific Railroad, to the end that special 
rates should be secured for immigrants, and 
also half-fare Bearch tickets for those who are 
in a bona fide manner looking for permanent 
loeations. It should also exert itself to 
secure the friendly co-operation of the prese, 
and might possibly be instrumental in bring­ 
ing about a convention of editors and pub­ 
lishers for the purpose of devising methods 
whereby tlm may assist the movement. In 
short, this bureau could, and no doubt would, 
utilize every method_ and agency that human 
ingenuity and experience can suggest in car­ 
rying out its purposes.

Women* as A rch itec ts.—The Spring­ 
field Union says : “ Woman’s sphere of 
labor, outside of purely domestic work, is 
widening gradually but surely. There are 
many things that women can do as well as 
men, or even better, and both the women 
and the world are finding that out. The 
pioneer woman in the profession of archi­ 
tecture is Miss Margaret Hicks, who has 
recently taken the architectural course at 
Cornell University. 
Inasmuch as women 
have the most to do with houses, there is 
no reason why they should not plan them. 
As a matter of fact they aro the power 
behind the masculine architects now, 
and for practical utility and conven­ 
ience the average woman’s views on 
house-planning 
are 
in

cases 
vastly better than those of her husband. 
W ith architectural training there is no 
question that women would figure in many 
small conveniences, which men never think 
of, that would add decidedly to the com­ 
fort of domestic life.” 
M a n u a l Labor in th e S ou th .—In one 
of the surveying parties of the Macon and 
Brunswick extension in Georgia there were 
nine boys. Of these, eight were graduates 
of some university, with diplomas in their 
pockets. They were working at about one 
dollar a day and engaged in the hardest of 
manual labor—cheerful, ambitious and 
rather proud of their hard and rough work, 
than otherwise. 
"This group of boys,’ 
remarks the Atlanta Constitution, “ is one 
of the signs of the times. 
Such a thing it 
would have been impossible to find in the 
olden days. The sons of rich men—gradu­ 
ates of universities—wero then seldom 
found at manual labor. At last, however, 
labor is made honorable in the South, and 
no man stands higher there than the man 
who lives by the sweat of his brow.”

Why the Additional Payment on Personal 
Property Is Required. 


An additional amount of thirty-five cents 
upon each §100 of personal property, upon 
which assessment was made last spring in the 
city and county, is now being collected by 
the Deputy Assessors, ta make up the deficit 
between the rate upon which the previous 
collection was made and the rate of taxation 
recently fixed by the Board of Supervisors. 
The law upon this subject does not seem to 
be understood, and is just now of interest. 
Sections 3820 and 3821 of the State revenue 
law read as follows : 
“ 3820. 
The Assessor m ust collect the 
taxes on all personal property when, in his 
opinion, said taxes are not a lien upon real 
property, sufficient to secure the payment of 
the taxes; provided, th at in the city and 
county of San Francisco the Tax Collector 
shall collect such taxes at any time after the 
assessment. 
“ 3821. In the case provided for in the 
preceding section, at the time of making 
the assessment, or at any time before the 
first M onday of July, the Assessor may col­ 
lect the taxes by seizure and sale of any per­ 
nal property owned by the person against 
whom the tax is assessed.” 
These fix the class of property—all per­ 
sonal property, when in the Assessor’s opin­ 
ion the taxes are not a ben upon real prop­ 
erty sufficient 
to' secure _ payment—upon 
which the Assessor is required to make the 
collection, and also fixes toe time for making 
such collfctian, as either at time the assess­ 
ment is made or prior to the first Monday in 
July. 
As the date fixed by law upon which the 
Board of Supervisors Í3 directed^ to fix the 
rate of county taxes is not until the first 
Monday in October, the rate to be previously 
collected by the County Assessor as personal 
property tax is provided by ¡section 3823, as 
follows: “ The Assessor and Collector are 
governed as to the amount of taxes to be by 
him collected on personal property, by the 
S ate and county rate of the previous year.” 
For three years prior to last year the rate 
collected by the Assessor in each spring was 
81 50 on the 8100, and th at was the rate sub­ 
sequently fixed each fall by the Board of Su­ 
pervisor*. 
In the spring of 1880, however, 
the same rate of 81 50—based upon the rate 
of the previous year—was collected, and the 
Board in October following fixed the rate at 
81 35. 
Therefore an excess of 15 cents upon 
esch 8100 had been collected, and this was 
required to be repaid to the property-owners 
by Section 3324, as follows : 
“ W hen the 
rate is fixed for the year in which such col­ 
lection is made, then if a sum iu excess of 
the rate has been collected, the excess must be 
repaid to the person from whom the collection 
was m aif, or to his assignee.” 
_ 
_ 
In accordance with this provision claims 
for rebate upon taxes thus paid last year have 
been made to the Board of Supervisors and 
allowed, which to the present time amount to 
a little over 82,000, and those who have not 
been repaid are entitled to fifteen cents upon 
each dollar thus paid in advance in 1880 as 
personal property tax. 
Last spring when the assessment was made 
the County Assessor collected as State and 
county taxes 81 35 on each 8100 in value of 
all personal property, th at being last year’s 
tax-rate, and now the Board of Supervisors, 
to meet the ievce expenditures and debts 
created the past year, having on the first 
M onday of the present month fixed the tax- 
levy this year at 81 70, there is left due from 
the taxpayers, over the amount collected 
from them last spring, 35 cents on each 8100 
of personal property assei-setl as belonging to 
them in March last. 
The deficiency is now 
being collected. 
_ 
The Assessor is required to pay into the 
county treasury on the first Monday iu each 
month all the money collected by him during 
the preceding month, and as soon as this is 
paid in it is segregated and placed to the 
credit of the various funds. Therefore, when, 
as last year, an excess has been collected and 
is required to be repaid upon claims for rebate 
of taxes, the Burplus to be paid back is fouod 
distributed among all the funds ; but the cus­ 
tom which has been adopted is to pay all 
claims out of the general fund, and then at 
stated intervals pay back into the general 
fund from the others the proportion due from 
each. 
Thus no amount is carried by the 
Treasurer as not belonging to the county, but 
the entire amount is treated as county fuuds 
until a claim for rebate has been allowed by 
the Board of Supervisors and presented. The 
law in reference to the seizure and sale of 
personal property by the Assessor, as referred 
to above, for the enforcement of collection, 
is given in the following sections of the State 
revenue law?, and is here added, aB a differ­ 
ence of opinion exists in relation to the power 
of the Assessor in the premises : 
_ 
“ 3791. The sale must be at public auction 
and of a sufficient amount of property to 
pay the taxes, percentage and costs. 
“ 3792. The sale must be made after one 
week’s notice of the time aud place thereof, 
given by publication in a newspaper in the 
c o u n ty or by posting in three public places. 
“ 3793. Fur seizing or selling personal prop­ 
erty, the Tax Collector may charge in each 
case the sum of 83, and the same milage as 
is allowed by law to the Sheriff of the county. 
“ 3794 On payment of the price bid for any 
property sold, the delivery thereof, with a 
bill of sale, vesta the title thereto in the pur­ 
chaser. 
“ 3795. All excess over the taxes, per cent, 
and costs of the proceeds of auy such saie, 
must he returned to the owner of the prop­ 
erty sold, and until claimed must he deposited 
in the county treasury, subject to the order 
of the owner, heir, or assigns.”

About 
Cabinet 
Appointments—A 
Tall 
President—Widowers and Bache­ 
lors—Personal 
Notes. 


W a sh in g t o n, October 20, 1SS1. 
The return of President A rthur from 
Yorktown, and his announcement of the 
names chosen for his Cabioet advisers, is 
looked for here with feverish interest. 
It 
is a city of place-holders, and the fortunes 
of many lives turn on the appointment of 
one man or seme other man to the head of 
a Department. 
The uncertainties of the 
past eight months have seriously affected 
the local business interest of the city. 
Outgoing clerks, or those who are not 
sure 
but they 
may 
soon be 
such, 
are scanty buyers. 
The patience of our 
retail business men has been wonderful, 
hoping against hope for the early dawning 
of a bnguter flay. 
July 1st was the time 
choEen by President Garfield for beginning 
to overhaul the Departments with reference 
to removals to make room for new favor­ 
ites. 
The lists for decapitation were, in 
many cases, already made out, when the 
cataclysm of 
the 
following 
morning 
changed the face of the future and broke 
m anya “ si ate” that was adjusted to suit 
the men on the topmost w ave of power. 
I t is believed that removals will be quite 
sweeping under 


THE NEW REGIME, 
A nd this occurrence would be by no means 
an unmitigated evil. 
A great inaDy clerks 
have been in office so long that they 
have gTown arrogant and 
supercilious 
tow ard those below them in authority, 
and rings to defraud the Government in 
ways large or small are as thick as rats’ 
nests in a corncrib. 
I do not believe there 
h is been in many years an administration 
covering up more disreputable secrets than 
th a t of President Hayes, or wherein more 
unworth men were rewarded with better 
positions. 
When General Garfield came 
into power, his inaugural address promised 
systematic amendments to the evils con­ 
nected with the appointments to the civil 
service, and optimists hoped much from 
its tenor, while certain others less sanguine 
said: “ This man is but a doctrinnaire. 
W e know already of hÍ3 fine theories in 
other directions. Let us believe no further 
than we see defiuite results arising.” 
I 
chanced to stand about three feet behind 
him during the delivery of that address, 
and at my left, conspicuous upon a chair, 
stood Senator Roscoe Conkling, an atten­ 
tive listener aud a marked and interesting 
figure, only less so than the President. 
It 
struck me strangely soon after, when this 
man, this 
“ shining m ark,” 
was 
the 
first 
to be smitten by a shaft from 
th e new hand of power. 
A day or two following the sending in of 
Judge Robertson’s name for the Collector- 
ship ex Congressman Newberry, an influ­ 
ential and very wealthy business man of 
Detroit, came down from New York, sum- 
■moned by a telegrain of request from Sec­ 
retary Blaine, to confer with him here. 
H e talked freely and candidly to your cor­ 
respondent of the existing state of things. 
H e was an- admirer and devoted friend of 
President Garfield, but he said to me : “ I 
am sorry Garfield has taken th at step. 
If 
necessary at all, the time was not ripe for 
it yet. 
It is a significant step, bound to 
have a long train of consequences.” Then, 
in his earnestness, dropping his knife and 
fork upon his plate, he slowly added : 
“ He has killed just three men by it, and 
th eir names are Garfield, Blaine and Ccrak- 
ling.” Of course he meant political de­ 
mise ; but was there ever an expression of 
opinion that came nearer being a prophesy 
th an this ? 
Ar t h u r ’s d e s ir e s. 
T he belief generally is that President 
A rthur will not especially care to remove 
Collector Robertson, but that he will pre­ 
fer to so officer the Treasury Department 
th a t the latter’* power as Collector will be­ 
come nullified to a great extent. 
All ap­ 
pointments made by the Collector must re­ 
ceive the sanction of the Secretary of the 
Treasury in order to take effect, and Mr. 
Robertson, under the new state of affairs, 
will naturally 
find 
himself 
“ cabined, 
cribbed and confined” to an extent that 
would exasperate a less tenacious office­ 
holder to resignation. 
The present Admin- 
i -tration is evidently going to be less pic­ 
torial, if I may so expreES it, than the two 
th a t have preceded it. 
In an artless and 
harmless 
way 
there was considerable 
posing in these latter. 
The Hayes Admin­ 
istration seemed to live, move and have its 
being chiefly to manifeet to the sons of 
men the graces of Mrs. Hayes asa woman, 
wife and mother. 
I t was 
the 
per­ 
petual 
toast, 
forever being 
proposed 
and 
responded 
to. 
Then came 
the 
Garfield era, 
with 
the new President 
in his role of husband and son. 
President 
A rthur strikes an observer as keeping the 
emotional man distinct from the President. 
He has neither wife nor mother to kiss, 
but should he acquire a wife and a mother- 
in-law while he remains our Chief Magis­ 
trate, there is that in the man’s face that 
leads you to believe that he would do his 
kissing of them loyally and well, but do it 
behind the scenes. 
All parties agree that, 
for a minister’s s o d , he has “ turned o u t” 
very well indeed, and that this new Goliah 
among Presidents—this tall, stately, su­ 
perb man of the world—is the most ele­ 
gant in manner the nation has seen for 
many years. 
Ben Perley Poore, the vet­ 
eran j urnalist, remembers, in forty years’ 
sojourn at the Capital, no predecessor who 
wa3 his physical equal. 
In the rotunda 
last Friday, when our French and German 
visitors were presented to him in the pres­ 
ence of the Cabinet, the Supreme Court 
and the Senate—a most interesting occa­ 
sion— 
THE PRESIDENT 
W as not only the tallest man in the room, 
but the most striking in appearance. Sen­ 
ator Farley and Congressman Frank His- 
cock, who both stood near me, each six 
feet one inch in hight, were visibly eclipsed 
in stature. 
He has great ease and flexi­ 
bility of carriage. Our W estern Presidents 
have not been without a certain ijaucherie. 
On that day, during the presentation, he 
held his hat, with the broad crape band 
upon it in mourning for his predecessor, in 
his left hand, carelessly but gracefully 
against his Prince Albert coat front, and 
no man present seemed more thoroughly at 
ease. 
As a speaker, men critical in the 
graces of writing are calling attention to 
the smooth and flowing quality of his style 
—a gift that only comes with thorough lit­ 
erary culture. 
His address at Yorktown 
yesterday might almost be printed in blank 
verse, the cadence is eo regular, though 
without apparent effort to make it sc. 
There is one species of courtier thus far 
absent from the new President’s side, who 
flourished like a green bay-tree uuder the 
last two administrations, viz.: the college 
classmate. 
W e had Keynon dished up to 
us in season and out of season by Presi­ 
dent Hayes. 
Private Secretary Roger* 
and that exceedingly diverting, but expen­ 
sive boon to the nation, Commissioner of 
Agriculture Le Due, were of this order of 
sacred animals in the governmental ark. 
W hen General Garfield came in, the coun­ 
try was surprised at the amount of latent 
talent for “ running things ” that had ex­ 
isted, all unknown to fame, in the W ill­ 
iams College class of 1S56.

well, U. S. A. (Colenel by courtesy, but 
Captain by rank), whom the President 
made his Superintendent of Public Build­ 
ings and Grounds,

He was also a 
brother-in-law’s brother to the Presi- 
-dent, 
the same relation that Stanley 
M atthews, now Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Bench, bore to President H v »?. 
The fact that Colonel Rockwell, ;i 
;e 
HTciideat’s death, has sought, by c_; ju r- 


ing with a dead man’s name, to be installed 
as Quartermaster-General of the army over 
the heads of thirty officers of intervening 
rank, is sufficient comment on his sense of 


OFFICIAL PROPRIETY 
Or justice. 
He will not be successful. 
Another college classmate was selected to 
conduct a weekly Administration organ at 
Philadelphia, and his editorials were under­ 
stood to be by authority. W hen President 
A rthur came in, it was apprehensively 
asked, “ How many graduates had Lnion 
College in his year?” And one lively 
patriot sternly recommended that the bal­ 
ance of them should be promptly taken out 
and shot—to a man. 
Some comfort is de­ 
rived from the recollection that Union Col­ 
lege has been the one and only first-class 
college 
in 
the 
country th at would 
receive 
the 
expellei 
students 
of 
other 
colleges, 
and 
there 
íb 
hope, 
therefore, that its alumni will not all set 
up in business as professional Christian 
statesmen. 
If there are by chance a few 
healthy, self-confessed sinners among them 
we shall not be compelled to canonize the 
entire lot as newly-discovered saints by 
virtue of their accidental cotemporaneous- 
ness at college 
with a President. 
Of 
course some one must fill these personal 
offices around an adm inistration, and the 
country would not greatly care who, pro­ 
vided they are filled with modesty, discre­ 
tion and propriety, but there is apt to be a 
petty pomp about these suddenly exalted 
men, extending to their wives, and their 
wives’ relations, that is half-amusing, half- 
exasperating. 
WIDOWERS. 
W hen Carl Schurz was Secretary of the 
Interior, George Alfred Townsend, in the 
Cincinnati Enquirer, made a graphic word 
picture of him as “ the most interesting 
widower in the U nited States.” 
The av­ 
erage female mind has now transferred that 
designation to the President, and by court­ 
esy I suppose one must place acting Vice­ 
President Davis next on the list, though 
his charms are solid, rather than seductive. 
He is the fourth successive Vice-President 
who was a widower. 
Ex-Senator Howe 
looms up as another “ object 
of 
in­ 
terest ” to the susceptible 
mind, 
as 
he 
is 
pretty generally booked 
for a 
Cabinet position. 
Mrs. Howe, a most 
worthy lady, died 'a t the residence of a 
daughter in Washington in August last, 
and Mr. Howe hastened home from the 
International Monetary 
Commission at 
Paris before its adjournment to be at her 
bedside. 
He has an intellectual head, 
high and narrow, and crowned with abund­ 
ant gray hair, and in figure is almost as 
tall and slender as a telegraph pole. 
He 
is an active member of the Unitarian 
C.lurch, and in disposition very positive 
iu his friendships and his enmities. 
The 
new dean of the diplomatic corps, Hon. 
Elisha Allen, head of the Hawaiian em­ 
bassy, is also a widower; and the new 
British Minister, Boon to arrive, is a 
bachelor.

candidates for- the 
Speakership, Hon. John A. Kasson, who, 
next to Mr. Hiscock, is most prominent, 
is a divorced man. 
Híb former wife is re­ 
married very happily to a wealthy gentle­ 
man of St. Louis. 
JuBt at present Yorktown has withdrawn 
from Washington its official aud Senatorial 
BIG GUNS, 
And left this city in a state of suspended 
animation. 
The hospitalities of the occa­ 
sion were extended to your correspondent 
among many others, but simultaneously 
came the word th at the dusi there was six 
inches deep.

ExrERIMENTSIN VACCINATION OFCaTTLE. 
Recently Prof. Pasteur has been making 
a series of investigations, which not only 
add immensely to the scientific assurance 
of the efficiency of vaccination among men, 
but put into the hands of cattle owners 
the means of arresting a disease as destruc­ 
tive to domestic animals as small-pox ever 
was to humanity. 
He also demonstrates a 
general method of preparing virus vaccine, 
based on the attenuating action of oxygen 
and the air, which makes it probable that 
a virus can be prepared which, while it 
thoroughly protects against small-pox, will 
be less open to objection than humanized 
or even bovine virus, since the possibility 
of conveying at the same time any syph­ 
ilitic or septic taint will be entirely obvi­ 
ated. 
Already these investigations have 
resulted in the attenuation of four kinds 
of virus bringing under control as many 
types of malignant diseases. 
As a proof 
of the protective efficiency of the attenu­ 
ated virus, Prof. Pasteur described the 
following experim ent: He took fifty sheep 
and vaccinated twenty fire of them. 
A 
fortnight after all of the fifty were innocu- 
lated with the most virnlent anthracoid 
microbe. 
The twenty-five vaccinated 
sheep resisted the infection ; the unvae- 
cinated twenty-five died of splenic fever 
within fifty hours. 
W ithin fifteen days 
after the resnlts were made known more 
than 20,000 sheep and a large number of 
cattle and horses were vaccinated in and 
around Paris.

TIU’S KIT. 


SENSIBLE 
WORDS 
TO 
OLD 
PEOPLE. 


A t no period of life is a careful observ­ 
ance of the laws of health of so imperious 
im portance as in advanced age. 
The vital 
m achinery is worn aud weakened, the 
vitality a t low ebb ; and it is of param ount 
im portance th a t all unnecessary hindrances 
should be removed, th a t every removable 
obstacle to the healthy performance of the 
bodily functions should be taken out of 
the way. 
Thousands of lives are annually 
sacrificed 
throngh 
the 
m istaken 
idea 
th at hygienic rules which are acknow l­ 
edged to apply to young persons and 
adults aie not to be observed by those in 
advanced age. 
F or example, m any popu­ 
lar w riters m aintain th a t while the use of 
wine as a beverage by youth and adults 
cannot be condemned too strongly, it is 
necessary for the aged, as a means of 
stim ulating the declining forces. 
A nother 
w riter condemns bathing by the aged be­ 
cause, it is claimed, it uses up the animal 
heat. 
The error of the first theory is 
apparent when the fact is recalled th a t 
stim ulating lessens, instead of reinforcing, 
v ital strength, thus weakening the hold 
on life aud shortening its duration. 
The 
fallacy of the second theory is equally 
apparent when we take into consideration 
the fact th a t in old age the wastes of the 
body are greatly increased. 
The dis­ 
charges from all the outlets of the body 
are more heavily laden w ith organic im ­ 
purities than during youth aud adult age. 
The breath is laden w ith the poisonous 
products of disintegration and the perspira­ 
tion w ith effete m atter. 
I t is for this 
reason th a t a sudden obstruction of any of 
these outlets is so speedily followed by 
fatal results. 
If frequent bathing is neg­ 
lected, the skin becomes obstructed and 
the kidneys are overworked. 
The urine 
becomes irritating in character, and inflam­ 
m ation or congestion of the bladder is 
likely to be the result. 
We have m et 
scores of cases of irritable bladder in eld­ 
erly men which could be traced, in a great 
part at least, to the neglect of the bath. 
Old persons should recollect, also, th a t 
the bath is to them particularly nec­ 
essary 
as 
a 
sanitary 
measure. 
As 
the 
waste of the 
body 
preponderates 
over the repair, the skin, if unwashed 
soon becomes covered w ith a film of the 
m ost intensely 
poisonous 
and 
readily 
decomposable m atter. 
A few days’ ac­ 
cum ulation is enough to produce a con­ 
dition 
not only 
in th e highest degree 
detrim ental to the individual himself, hut 
offensively' injurious to all persons of acute 
olfactory sensibilities who may be closely 
associated w ith him. 
I t is true th a t cold 
bathing may be, and generally is, in a high 
degree injurious to aged p erso n s; but 
bathing in w ater a t or near the tem per­ 
ature of the body cannot be more produc­ 
tive of harm than p utting on a clean suit 
of clothes. 
Cleanliness is enforced by one 
of the first laws of the “ code of health,” 
aud is binding at all tim es and a t all ages. 
The greatest enemy of health is d irt ; and 
the w orst of all kinds of d irt is th a t which 
arises from the destructive processes at 
work in the body.—[Good H ealth. 


GRAMMATICAL 
ERRORS 
CORRECTED. 


Professor A. P. Peabody furnishes the 
following list of words and phrases th a t 
are, in his opinion, incorrectly used by 
many w riters : 
• 
1. Separating the sign “ to ” from the 
infinite to which it belongs, as “ T ogieatly 
desire.” 
No standard Euglish w riter com­ 
m its this m istake, and, so far as I know, 
it occurs frequently w ith bu t one respect­ 
able American w riter. 
2. “ As to w hether,” “ as to how ,” “ in 
so far,” and the like. 
In all these cases 
th e preposition is superfluous and useless. 
“ As to w h e th e r” íb an Americanism and 
a vulgarism. 
“ In so fa r” is frequently 
used by John S tu art M ill, and occasionally 
by other good w riters ; but it is of recent 
origin, and deserves to have bu t a brief 
currency. 
3. “ G otten,” 
“ proven,” 
etc., 
once 
legitim ate, now obsolete, and indicating 
the affectation of quaintness in him who 
uses them . 
4. “ Isb ein g ,” “ arebeing,’’e tc.,as “ My 
coat is being m ade.” 
If not ungram m ati­ 
cal, alw ays clumsy aud inelegant. 
5. Placing “ only,” “ either,” “ n either,” 
and sim ilar lim iting words, too early in a 
sentence. 
They should im m ediately pre­ 
cede the clause to which they belong. 
0. “ Realize” in the sense of “ im agine.” 
I realize m y hopes, when they are fulfilled 
or made real. 
1 do not realize w hat I 
have never seen or experienced, however 
vividly it may present itself to my thought. 
7. “ Reliable,” “ reliableness,’’etc. These 
words have b u t lately, and illegitim ately, 
come into good usage. 
By th e analogy of 
sim ilarly-form ed words, “ reliable ” would 
denote th a t which may be relied, which is 
unmeaning. 
“ Rely-uponable,” if any, 
would be the proper word. 
8. “ Each o th e r” for “ one another,” 
and vice versa. 
The form er is to be used 
w ith reference to tw o persons or things ; 
the latter, to more than two. 
9. M ixing of m etaphors. 
As an extrem e 
case, I m ight quote from a young w riter, 
who is justly, bu t in defiance of all rhetori­ 
cal fitness, speaking of the vantage-ground 
inadvertently given by an antagonist in 
argum ent: 
“ H e has contributed these 
points to the treasury of weapons on our 
side.” 
10. The use of a pluperfect after an im­ 
perfect, as “ He w anted to have gone,” for 
“ H e w anted to go.” 
11. 
“ W as” instead of “ w ere,” after if. 
Thus, “ If I was a philosopher, I would 
engage in th is controversy.” 
I am told 
th a t some recent school gram m ars author­ 
ize this usage, and it has become not un­ 
common among 
respectable second-rate 
w riters ; b ut I should be surprised to find 
it in any book where its use would give it 
authority.—[Good Literature.
